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Paul Krause, Craig Smith and Dave 
Onda (Kaw) teamed up to win the 1995 
Tecate/SCORE Baja 500, in Ensenada, 
B.C., Mexico, on June 3. Aboard a 
Kawasaki KX500, the trio completed the 
385.30-mile race in seven hours, two 
minutes and 50 seconds, with an aver- 
age speed of 54.674 mph. The runner-up 
team of Tim Morton, Steve Hengeveld 
and John Flores (Kaw) took the check- 
ered flag approximately 23 minutes 
behind the winning team. Tim Staab, 
Jim Low and Brent Blount (Hon) fin- 
ished third, 12 minutes back of the sec- 
ond-place team. Rex Staten, Derrick 
Paiment and John Rudder (Kaw) 
topped Class 30 in seventh overall, 
while David Lapraik and Richard Jack- 
son won Class 40 in eighth overall. The 
event was marred by the tragic death of 
five-time National Hare & Hound 





Champion and multi-time Baja 500 and 
1000 winner Danny Hamel (Kaw). At 
high speed, approximately 10 miles into 
the race, he collided with a car that had 
suddenly pulled on to the race course 
and into Hamel's path (see sidebar). 
Hamel, never regained consciousness 
was airlifted to the Hospital de las 
Americas in Ensenada, where he was 
pronounced dead. He is survived by his 
parents, Roger and Marcia, and his 
brother, David. 


Spaniard Jordi Tarres (G-G) was the 
winner at the Italian round of the World 
Championship Trials Series, held June 
3-4 in San Gemini, Italy. Home country 
rider Donato Miglio (G-G) was the run- 
ner-up, while Frenchman Bruno 
Camozzi rounded out the top three. 
Tarres' rival in the championship chase, 








Marc Colomer (Mon) was fourth, and 
now finds himself trailing Tarres by a 
single point in the championship chase. 


For the second week in a row, Team 
Suzuki's Rodney Smith (Suz) scored the 
overall in the AMA National Champi- 
onship Reliability Enduros Series. In the 
third round of the series held in Idaho 
City, Idaho, on June 3-4, Smith finished 
on top of the leaderboard both days. 
Smith finished ahead of Chris Smith 
(CRE) with 53 seconds to spare in the 
overall standings. Finishing 22 seconds 
behind Smith was Eric Mashbir (Hon), 
while David Rhodes (Kaw) and Scott 
McLaughlin (Hon) rounded out the top 
five. 


Round six of the Grand National Cross 
Country Series in Elkins, West Virginia, 





on June 4, was won by former champ 
Scott Summers (Hon). The runner-up 
was another past GNCC champion Fred 
Andrews (Yam), while Duane Conner 
(Yam) finished third. Tom Norton 
(Yam) finished fourth and Guy Cooper 
(Suz) completed the top five overall. 


David Schultz defeated Steve Johnson 
to win the NHRA Virginia Nationals 
Drag Race in Richmond, Virginia, on 
June 4. Schulz clocked a 7.59-second, 180 
mph run to defeat Johnson, who was 
competing in his first-ever NHRA final 
round. 


Jose Cardoso (Apr) won the 250cc class 
during round four of the Open Ducados 
Road Race Series in Catalunya, Spain, 
on June 4. Cardoso topped Carles Checa 
(Hon) and Javier Marsella (Hon). The 





Danny Hamel 
killed in Baja 500 


T his year's Baja 500 started like any other. 





Fifty-two motorcycles lined up on the pavement in 
downtown Ensenada in the gray light of a heavily 
overcast dawn. 

Danny Hamel was third in line. 

There was light conversation. Hamel joked about the 
color of his new Alpinestars boots and posed thumbs up 
with local teenagers for pre-race photos. He listened to a 
radio report from his pit crew about water on an early 
section of the course and commented that he would have 
to be careful when he left the pavement. 

Hamel was his usual thoughtful self when this year's 
Baja 500 began - quiet and composed despite the excite- 
ment all around him, careful to acknowledge everybody 
who said hello - whether he knew them or not. He had his 
usual air of understated confidence and looked exactly 
like what he was - a capable racer about to go to work at a 
job he loved and that he did very, very well. 

But when this year's Baja 500 was over, the sport of 
off-road motorcycle racing - and everyone involved with 
it - was not the same at all. 

Hamel left the starting line in his usual businesslike 
fashion. He rolled on the power gently to avoid spinning 
or snaking the rear wheel and his front end was down on 
the pavement all the way to the first gentle turn. As he 
disappeared from sight, the thought that I might never 
see him again was the furthest thing from my mind. 

According to one of those closest to Hamel, Kawasaki 
teammate Ted Hunnicutt, who was scheduled to take 
over the KX500 from Hamel later in the race, Hamel 
remained in third as he headed out of town. 

Six or seven miles from the start, at almost exactly the 
same place where Hamel melted a piston and was forced 
to retire from 1994's Baja 500, disaster struck for the sec- 
ond year in a row. 

Hamel was racing down Highway 1 near a military 
base on the outskirts of Ensenada. He was running wide 
open on a long straightaway when a car, described by 
spectators as an unmarked car driven by a local police- 
man, suddenly turned across his path. 

Racing in excess of 100 miles an hour, Hamel reported- 
ly headed left to try to miss the car, corrected and headed 
right, then laid the bike down on the pavement and slid 
into the car. The impact sheered the steering head off the 
KX500, which burst into flames on one side of the road, 
and Hamel came to rest on the other side. 

Hamel had just passed Kawasaki Team Green manag- 
er Mark Johnson and Ron Heben, another Kawasaki 
employee, who were timing the front-runners on their 
way down the pavement. Johnson and Heben ran to help 
the downed rider, reaching him in a matter of seconds. 
They radioed for emergency equipment and then admin- 
istered CPR while they waited for assistance to arrive. 

"Those two gave Danny the only chance he had. If 
they hadn't been there, he would've died right there," 
said Hunnicutt, who was a few miles up the road when 
the accident occurred. “When I got there and saw the bike 
I knew it was bad." 

Hamel was transported by ambulance to a local hospi- 
tal but later died of massive internal injuries. He never 
regained consciousness. 


“If anybody could've survived it would've been 
Danny," said Hunnicutt. "He is so big and so strong, and 
so quick. If anybody could've done it, he would've. 

"You know, we always knew that racing in Mexico 
was dangerous. Larry Roeseler has always said that rac- 
ing Baja was like playing a game of Russian Roulette, but 
none of us ever expected this. We never expected any- 
thing like this." 

At 23, Hamel was at the peak of his off-road career 
when the accident occurred. Just weeks earlier, he had 
captured his fifth AMA National Championship Hare & 
Hound title in a row to tie the five-in-a-row record set by 
Dan Smith in 1990. That was Hamel's short-term goal. “It 





feels good to tie the record. Now, I'd like to overall the 
rest of this year's series for a clean sweep and go on to 
win the series again next year to set a new record," he 
told me in a recent interview. “And my long-term goal is 
to get nine championships in a row. Dick Burleson set a 
record with eight consecutive National Enduro titles, and 
that's the most anybody has ever done in any amateur 
series. I'd like to break that record and set a new one - one 
that will hold for a long time. 

“Tf we still have a desert, if they still let us come out 
here to ride, ГЇЇ still be doing the AMA National Hare & 
Hound Series another four years from now. Just wait and 
see." 

Covering the desert for Cycle News for more than 10 
years, Tom (Anne's husband and photographer...Editor) and I 
came to know Hamel well. Tom remembers the first time 


we ever saw him. It was about seven years ago at a 
National Hare & Hound that ran from Wells, Nevada, to 
Jackpot, near Nevada's northern border with Idaho. 
Hamel was under the wing of Dan Smith, who introduced 
the youngster to us as somebody to keep an eye on in the 
future. 

As Hamel's career blossomed, it was hard to take an 
eye off him. He rocketed to the top of the desert ranks and 
stepped right into Dan Smith's Alpinestars when his men- 
tor gave up motorcycle racing to move into off-road 
trucks. 

“I made the move just in time. Danny was getting 
faster and faster," Smith told me in an interview at the 
end of 1994. “I don't think he ever beat me but he came 
really close. It was just a matter of time before he got me." 

Smith, who DNFed at this year's Baja 500 when he 
blew his motor near the halfway point, said he was 
incredibly sad to hear about the accident. 

^He was the most talented off-road desert racer ever to 
swing a leg over a motorcycle. I firmly believe that," said 
Smith. "Whenever you go out there racing, you are will- 
ing to put all your cards on the table. We do that regularly 
but I guess our egos are such that we're convinced that 
it'll never happen to us. That's why we're able to do it so 
often. But sometimes it does happen. I'm so sorry that it 
happened to Danny." 

But there was so much more to Hamel than the hard- 
on-the-gas racer who dominated desert racing and was 
making inroads into enduros, ISDEs and almost every 
other motorcycle genre that caught his interest. 

Hamel was a consummate public relations presence for 
Kawasaki. Infinitely patient, he would sign a T-shirt, 
poster or hat for any kid who asked. I watched him and 
his father Roger change tires for dozens of amateur racers, 
many of whom forgot to say please or thank you, and 
even when he lost a race or suffered an extremely rare 
mechanical problem, it was never the bike's fault. 

Hamel was one of the toughest interviews in the desert 
because he measured every word he ever said to a 
reporter. He was tactful and polite; if a course lacked 
imagination and was nothing but whoops, Hamel would 
say that the markings were great. I never heard him raise 
his voice in the pits, never saw a flash of anger even in the 
most trying circumstances, and never, ever heard him 
boast. Even when he won his fifth National Hare & 
Hound title in a row, the most he would say was a simple, 
"Yeah, it feels pretty good." 

Hamel had completed an AA degree in Marketing at 
the University of Nevada at Las Vegas and hoped that his 
racing career would some day transition to a career inside 
the motorcycle industry. He had recently bought a brand- 
new house not far from his parent's home in Boulder City 
and was planning to use his win money from the Baja 500 
to help furnish it. 

Danny Hamel will be missed as a racer and as a friend. 
His death leaves a gaping hole in the off-road community 
and in the hearts of the thousands who were privileged to 
know him. Those same hearts go out to his parents, Mar- 
cia and Roger, and to longtime girlfriend Becky. 

Godspeed Danny. And please know that, just one 
more time, I wish I could start a story with the words we 
have all come to know so well: “Danny Hamel continued 
his domination of the Southwest desert with yet another 
win this weekend." 

A memorial service for Danny Hamel is scheduled for 
Thursday, 2:00 p.m., June 8, at the Palm Mortuary, in Las 
Vegas, Nevada.

Lou Peralta, president of Baja Promo- 
tions/ BP Racing, says he has received 
the okay at a City Council meeting in 
California City, California, to run the 
inaugural California City Midnight 
Romp 150 off-road team race, on July 
14-16. The actual race date will be July 
15, and will feature two laps around an 
approximately 150-mile course that will 
be located on the outskirts of the city of 
California City and will use 100 percent 
designated Cal-City streets, though the 
streets are nothing more than dirt trails. 
The more unique aspect of the race is 
that it will start at 4:00 p.m., then, at 7:00 
p-m., four-wheel cars and trucks will 
take to the course, competing three 
times around the track. Pre-running will 
be allowed the week before the race. 
There will also be a racer's golf tourna- 
ment held at 10:00 a.m., Friday, July 14.

The FIM has taken away the points 
scored by Swede Joakim Karlsson in 
the Spanish 250cc Motocross Grand Prix 
and Belgian Marnicq Bervoets in the 
Dutch 250cc MX GP after fuel samples 
taken from the riders' machines at those 
races proved to be not compatible with 
the 1995 FIM fuel regulations. Karls- 
son's BP fuel failed to meet the FIM 
parameters regarding constitutions of 
saturates and aromatics as well as in 
evaporation rates, while Bervoets’ 
Burmah fuel had traces of lead. Neither 
rider is believed to have consciously 
used fuel outside the regulations, but 
the reconvened Jurys of the two GPs 
had no alternative but to disqualify the 
riders as required by FIM regulations. 
Both riders have the right of appeal to a 
higher court. They must also pay back 
the prize money they earned at the 
respective races. All riders finishing 
behind Karlsson in Spain (seventh in 
moto one and ninth in moto two) and 
Bervoets in Holland (11th in race one) 








move up one place and are awarded 
extra points accordingly. American Tal- 
lon Vohland remains top with an 
unchanged total of 183, while Belgian 
Stefan Everts gains one point to 177 and 
takes over second place from Bervoets, 
who drops to third with 171 points. 
Karlsson falls from a points tie for 11th 
with Peter Iven to a distant 12th, while 
American Bob Moore and Werner Dewit 
each increase their totals by two for 
Moore and one for Dewit. 


The North American Super Bike Series 
(NASB) has announced a new title for 
its 125cc GP class. Originally called 
Grand Prix Lights, the class has been 
renamed International Grand Prix pre- 
sented by Moto Liberty. Moto Liberty, 
a Texas-based importer of Honda's 
RS125 race machines, recently reached 
an agreement with the racing organiza- 
tion to support the class. The class will 
debut at the next round in the NASB 
Series, scheduled for the weekend of 
August 4-6 at Road America in Elkhart 
Lake, Wisconsin. Additional races in the 
1995 series will be contested at Road 
Atlanta on September 15-17, New 
Hampshire International Speedway on 
October 6-8 and Daytona International 
Speedway on October 20-22. 


Speaking of the NASB, Patrick Murphy, 
NASB marketing director, says they 
have reached a sponsorship agreement 
that will keep the Harley-Davidson 
Twin Sports Series title alive for the 
1995 racing season. Twin Sports, a class 
dedicated to Harley's 883cc Sportster 
model, was created in 1989 as part of the 
Championship Cup Series Pro/ Am rac- 
ing series. In 1990, a title sponsorship 
was agreed to between CCS and the 
Milwaukee manufacturer to create a 
national series under the Harley-David- 
son Twin Sport title. The five-race series 
will kick off at Road America on August 
4-6. 


Jeff Barbacovi, 26, son of California 
Racing Club President Jack Barbacovi, 
died on May 28 due to complications 
from the injuries he suffered at Los 
Angeles County Raceway three weeks 
earlier. Barbacovi was paralyzed from 
the neck down on May 7 after breaking 
his neck while competing at the high 
desert facility. He is survived by his 
wife, Brigid, and daughter, Kelsey, 
parents, Jack and Carol, sister, Kathy, 
and brothers, Tony and Greg. Funeral 
services for Barbacovi were held on 
June 1. 


Several riders served double duty at the 





June 3 San Jose Supercross. Brian Dee- 
gan was the most successful, turning in 
a seventh-place finish in the 125cc class 
main, and a 13th in the 250cc race. Rusty 
Holland also qualified for both main 
events, but crashed out of the 250cc 
main after finishing 10th aboard his 125. 
Jeff Hedden went 19-15 in the 125 and 
250cc mains, respectively. 


Phil Lawrence was the top-performing 
privateer in the San Jose Supercross 
250cc main, finishing 11th, while third- 
placed Greg Schnell was the fastest 
125cc privateer. 


Though not a favorite contractual clause 
for many factory riders, something can 
be said for matching team riding gear. 
As each team was introduced during 
opening ceremonies at the San Jose 
Supercross, the riders rode slowly onto 
the track and parked on various track 
obstacles. The teams with all of its riders 
dressed identically - Honda/1-800-Col- 
lect/Fox, Splitfire/Pro Circuit/Kawasa- 
ki, KTM, Honda of Troy and 
Noleen/Sizzler / Yamaha - had more 
presence than the mismatched Suzuki, 
Yamaha and North County Yamaha 
squads. Team Kawasaki couldn't look 
mismatched, as Mike Kiedrowski was 
the only factory rider in attendance. 


And speaking of. Mike Kiedrowski, the 
Californian and his Brian Lunniss-tuned 
KX250 looked quite lonely under the 
huge Kawasaki semi tent. Mike LaRoc- 
co is still on the injured list, and Robbie 
Reynard only contests the 125cc Eastern 
Regional races. 


Before the start of the evening's races at 
the San Jose SX, riders signed auto- 
graph sheets and posters for recently 
injured actor Christopher Reeve, who 
is reportedly a motocross fan. And how 
did Jeremy McGrath sign his poster? 
"To Superman, from Supermac," how 
else? Р 


Factory support rider for a day: Though 
the official results report that Shane 
Trittler competed aboard a Suzuki, the 
Dirt Bike Magazine test rider raced out 
of the Honda of Troy pits. “Тһе maga- 
zine is doing an article on the bike," said 
Trittler, who wore a spare set of Todd 
DeHoop's team clothing. "The bike is 
fast, real fast, but it felt weird for the 
first few laps. I usually ride a Suzuki, 
and I had to get used to the CR. I felt 
like a nerd for the first few laps of prac- 
tice." Trittler was impressive in his heat 
race and in the early laps of the main, 
but tangled with Splitfire/Pro 














Circuit /Kawasaki team rider Casey 
Johnson and dropped to 18th. 


Here we go again dept: As is the norm 
with the Harley-Davidson SuperTwins 
class at AMA National Championship 
Road Races, we got word on Monday 
afternoon that there had been a disquali- 
fication, David Estok was disqualified 
from his third-place finish at Mid-Ohio 
on June 4 for using an illegal carburetor. 


A World Championship speedway 
update: American Josh Larsen has with- 
drawn from two more rounds of the 
World Championship Individual Speed- 
way Series. Larsen will miss the Grands 
Prix in Austria and Germany as the 
resultant back injury from the crash suf- 
fered earlier in Germany was much 
more severe than originally diagnosed. 
Chris Manchester has withdrawn from 
the World Longtrack Speedway Cham- 
pionship due to commitments with his 
Belle Vue Aces team in the British Pre- 
mier League. 


The return of Triumph to an AMA Pro- 
fessional Series may not be far off. Pro- 
fessional hillclimber Scott Everett plans 
to move from the 540cc class to the 
Harley-Davidson-dominated 840cc class 
aboard a Triumph Triple. Jack Leece of 
Slick’s Performance Services is con- 
structing the machine and reports that 
early engine testing has been promising. 
“Dyno tests on the new Triumph for 
both rear wheel horsepower and torque 
are extremely impressive,” Leece said. 
“Nitromethane fuel really brings it to 
life.” Everett plans to debut the new 
bike at the Marquette, Michigan, 
National hillclimb on July 22. 


Five-time AMA Grand National Champi- 
on Scott Parker is among the late entries 
for the Old Time Newsies dirt track at 
the Montgomery County Fairgrounds in 
Dayton, Ohio, on June 10.

Roeder II and Will Davis among others 
for the record regional purse of $27,500.

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Russell signs with 
Lucky Strike Suzuki 


ith Kevin Schwantz officially announcing his retirement from 
VV cee Prix road racing last week, Lucky Strike Suzuki 

announced on Monday, June 5, that they have signed 1993 
World Superbike Champion Scott Russell as Schwantz’s replacement. 
The Georgian will race the Lucky Strike Suzuki for the first time in the 
Italian Grand Prix at Mugello on June 11, though Muzzy Kawasaki 
team owner Rob Muzzy has stated that he will do everything in his 
power to prevent Russell from racing the Suzuki. 

Although team manager Garry Taylor denied last week that Rus- 
sell had tested the Lucky Strike Suzuki, the Georgian did indeed ride 
the bike at Brno in the Czech Republic and he crashed during his after- 
noon session, breaking bones in his foot. Russell claimed to have bro- 
ken the foot in a mountain biking accident. 

“It's in the hands of the attorneys,” Rob Muzzy said at the Mid- 
Ohio AMA Superbike National on Saturday, June 3. “I finally got 
ahold of Scott and I asked him about the test and he said yes that he 
had tested it. I asked him what he was going to do and he started in 
with, "Well, you know, you've got to look out for yourself, it's a chance 
of a lifetime, blah, blah, blah...’ I pointed out to him that he had a legal 
agreement, and that there were a number of people who had support- 
ed him for some time, and had built programs around him based on 
him staying with the team. I told him I was absolutely positive that 
they (Kawasaki) would not release him, arid that they would probably 
take whatever legal action was available. That was the last conversa- 
tion I had with him. Since then, in fact it was late last night (Friday, 
June 2), I received first contact from his attorney. 

"Other than that, l'm not going to say much because it's in the 
hands of the attorneys. I can tell you that I have been in contact with 
Kawasaki and it is our feeling that we've done everything we could to 
support him. We feel that our agreement is a legitimate agreement and 
that we intend to take every legal action to enforce the agreement. It's 
in the hands of the attorneys. If there is a legal way to do so (prevent 
Russell from riding the Suzuki) - yes, it will be done. If there's not, it 
won't. All I can tell you is that two weeks ago I had a conversation 
with Scott. He apologized for being late to a test and stated that he was 
really happy where he was, and that he planned on being with 
Kawasaki for the rest of his career. He said he was putting his house 
up for sale and he was moving to Bend, Oregon, (Muzzy's base) to be 
with his friends." 

According to Muzzy, Russell also fired his manager Tom Sheehy 
last week, as well as his bookkeeper. "Everyone who has in every way 
supported him, he's cut the string. First of all, he knew Sheehy 
wouldn't have supported him in this. He did this all on his own. 
Nobódy every came to me and said, ‘Look, I’ve got this offer and I'd 
really like to pursue it, what can we do?' Instead, I get a phone call 
saying we heard Scott rode a GP bike...from you. A week before that 
he's in love with us." 

Russell visited the Lucky Strike Suzuki shop in England on May 24 
for the first time. 

"Basically, it's the opportunity of a lifetime for any road racer, 1 
think. I’ve know I always wanted to ride а 500. I finally got the oppor- 
tunity and now I'm going for it. І had a meeting with them at the race 
shop in England. We were on our way to Donington anyway. I decid- 
ed I needed to get in touch with them pretty quick if they needed a 
rider immediately. That's what I did.” 

As for the legalities of leaving Kawasaki, Russell isn't worried: "I 
don't feel that they can do that (stop me from riding the bike). I don't 
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have a contract with Kawasaki, I have a contract with Rob Muzzy. I 
don't have a personal contract with him - it's not in my name. I don't 
have a contract with anybody. Scott Russell doesn't have a contract 
with anybody. I have a contract with Shoei and Dainese. Other than 
that I don't have a contract to ride a motorcycle. I do now, with Suzu- 

Despite the fact that Russell viewed the move as the "opportunity 
of a lifetime," it didn't make leaving Kawasaki easy. 

"I've given it a lot of thought," he said. "It was hard because we've 
been together for a long time and we've done a lot of great things 
together - Rob (Muzzy) and all of us together. I'm appreciative of what 
they've done for me over the years, giving me the opportunity to do 
what I could do. So, you know, I thought about all that stuff. And Rob 
and I are good friends on top of that, too. They've always done me 
really good at Kawasaki. It was hard, you know. But it's like this: I’m 
30 years old, I always said I'd never go 500 racing unless it was a top 
factory team, and when that opportunity came up it took a lot of think- 
ing of how to approach stuff, how to do it, or on what grounds and all 
that. But the fact is this opportunity probably will never come around 
for Scott Russell again. If I don't take it now, ІЛІ never know. Unfortu- 
nately, I may make some people unhappy, but that wasn't my inten- 
tion. The real deal is that I’ve got to go for-it or I'll never know. As rac- 
ers, depending on how old you are, we only have a few years, a small 
window to pass through in road racing as an active racer, competitive- 
ly. I feel like Гтп at my prime right now. I think things are really good, 
I'm riding good and I felt like this had to be done.” 

Russell's contract with Suzuki is for this year only, with an option 
for the 1996 season, and Russell will have to perform in order to get a 
second year on the deal. "I would think that has a lot to do with their 
reasons for renewing," he said. "I'm sure that's what they're giving 
themselves an opportunity^where they wouldn't be tied into а guy 
who wouldn't be able to cut it. I’m not even worried about that. І base 
that on self-confidence, knowing what I can do." 

Russell said his decision to leave the Muzzy Kawasaki team would 
have been harder if he were competitive in this year's World Super- 
bike Championship: “If I was leading, it would have been а hell of a 
lot harder to walk away from it then, not to say that I wouldn't have 
done it then," Russell said. "The performance issue - Daytona was 
great, Daytona couldn't have been any better for me. I thought, ‘Man 
this is going to be good, this is our year.’ We showed up at Hocken- 
heim with two motorcycles that were both useless, that wouldn't run. 
That was bad. At Misano and Donington it was the same story. I’m not 
badmouthing the team or anything. I don't want to get into all of that. 
It just wasn't good. This year was going downhill. A few problems, as 
there are іп any team, I’m sure with people getting along with other 
people. It was tiresome for me; I was burnt out. My guys worked real- 
ly hard, I can't say enough about them. They put me in a great position 
to do great things and I appreciate it all. But when it's time to go, it's 
time to go and I knew that it was time for me to go. My flame was 
burnt out there. With the way the team has been, you had to be me to 
know. It was just all I could handle and I just can't do it anymore and 
when this opportunity came up I had to do a lot of thinking about 
Kawasaki and Rob and all the sponsors and all that. But in the end I 
have to think about Scott Russell and that's what I've done. Hopefully, 
they won't be too angry with my decision and possibly wish me luck. 
That's what І was hoping for. At this point I don't know if I’m getting 
that response. Yeah, there's a contract, but the contract is not with 
Scott Russell. It's with a corporation. So I don't feel too bad." 

When asked for a reaction to Russell leaving the World Superbike 
Championship, defending World Champion and current points leader 
Carl Fogarty said: "It's just one of those things. He was out of it any- 
way this year. He was struggling and he wasn't riding well at all. It's 
like he couldn't win at Superbike, so maybe he's going to go and ny 

and win at GPs now.”

t was the type of day that Smokin' 
| Honda team owner Martin 

Adams dreamed about when he first 
started racing in the Superbike class in 
1990. Miguel DuHamel and Mike Hale 
rode their Smokin' Joe's Honda RC45 to 
an exciting one-two finish at the Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course, extending 
Hale's championship lead while also 
lifting DuHamel into the top five as the 
series began its all-important three-race 
run through the month of June. 

It was only a season ago that Adams 
and the rest of the Smokin' Joe's team 
were suffering through a dismal season 
with the Honda RC45. Compare this 
year to last: After four rounds of the 
1994 season, the team's best result was 
Mike Smith's seventh-place finish in the 
Daytona 200, while Kevin Magee was 


‘faring even worse. This year the team 


has won two of the four races, and the 
surprising young Hale leads the cham- 
pionship. What a difference a year 
makes. 

At the end of the 26-lap, 62.4-mile 
race, the two factory Hondas crossed the 
line in unison - with DuHamel topping 
his teammate Hale by 1.343 second - as a 
live television audience and a large 
crowd were treated to a thrilling race in 
which at least three riders ran together 
for the duration. Third place went to 
two-time World Champion Fred Merkel 
on the Yoshimura Suzuki, the surprise 
motorcycle of the 1995 campaign. 
Merkel's performance was a forceful 


one, with the 33-year-old Californian 
leading the race early on and remaining 
a constant threat throughout. He fin- 
ished only three seconds behind the lead 
duo after slowing his pace in the last 
five laps. 

Vance & Hines Yamaha's Jamie 
James finished a comfortable fourth for 
the third time this year after completing 
the first lap in eighth place. Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Steve Crevier was fifth with 
Vance & Hines Yamaha's Tom Kipp, 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Thomas Stevens, 
Team Desmo's Dave Sadowski, Team 
Mirage's Dale Quarterley and Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati's Freddie Spencer filling 
the top 10 positions. 

Notable non-finishers were the other 
two Fast By Ferracci Ducatis of Mike 
Smith and Takahiro Sohwa, both drop- 
ping out early with mechanical failures. 
The two factory Harley-Davidsons, rid- 
den by Doug Chandler and Chris Carr, 
finished 15th and 17th, respectively. 

For DuHamel the Mid-Ohio victory 
was the fourth of his career and the first 
since he beat Doug Polen in the final 
round of the series in August of 1993. 
The French Canadian took over at the 
front on the seventh lap. He was never 
headed, though he was under constant 
pressure from Merkel and then Hale in 
the race's closing laps. 

For Hale the race further proved the 
young Texan's claim as one of the 
sport's brightest stars. Hale started 
slowly, completing the first lap in ninth 
place, but picked his way through some 
of the best superbike racers in the coun- 
try to ultimately move into position to 
challenge his teammate. His second

place further extended his lead in the 
championship to 11 points over Merkel, 
114-103. Quarterley holds on to third 
place with 97 points, seven clear of 
Stevens.. DuHamel jumps to fifth in the 
standings with 85 points. 

Poor weather hampered most of the 
weekend's activities, but bright sunshine 
finally appeared just moments before the 
start of the televised race. When the flag 
dropped, it was Merkel who got the best 
jump and led the 39-rider superbike field

"It's just getting more time,” DuHamel explained. “We were able to change front 
tires and we're getting the bike dialed a little better.

“We're pretty set,” he said. “If it's dry we have a setup and if it's wet we have. one 
too.

had.to override it. The bike has definite- 
ly come good and all of Yoshimura's, 
Suzuki's and Suzuki Japan's hard work 
is paying off." 

While Stevens was fading, Hale was 
gaining. On the 13th lap, the Texan 
turned his fastest lap of the race- a 
1:30.810 - and soon moved by Stevens to 
take over third place. He then clawed 
his way to within striking distance of 
Merkel, and moved past the former 
champion on the 21st lap. He was soon 
right on DuHamel, the French Canadian 
having trouble getting through traffic. 

"I felt like a pinball machine," 
DuHamel said later. “1 just kept hitting 
every lapped backmarker. I couldn't get 
by one guy clean. I hit at least three or 
four guys. I mean, I could not pick a 
right pass. If I took my time to pass 
them it took me a week, and even then it 
didn't work. One time, I think it was 
Chuck Graves, he actually swung left 
before he went right and he sent me 
almost off the track." 

What resulted was a terrific race to 
the flag, a finish that would likely have 
been closer if Hale didn't encounter the 
same traffic in the final laps. Hale, in 
fact, led ever so briefly on the 23rd lap. 

"That's who (Graves) bit me on the 
second-to-last lap," Hale said. "He 
(DuHamel) got by him (Graves) a little 
bit cleaner than I did, and that set up a 
little gap for the last lap. 

“1 got a bad start,” Hale added. "I 
need to practice my starts on that super- 
bike - I really do. I felt like we were 
going at a decent pace, but it's just so 
hard to pass here. The guys are going 
good enough so that it's really hard to 
pass. Finally I just started gritting my 
teeth and making the passes stick. I 
never lost sight of Miguel or whoever 
was leading. I kept an eye on them 
throughout the whole race and I was 
just trying to preserve my tire. It was 
kind of a critical tire choice before the 
race, and we kind of gambled. I think I 
used a lot of my rear tire trying to run 
those guys down. Once I got there it 
was a real balancing act to make a pass 
stick - І was drifting both ends going in 
and drifting both ends coming out. I 
passed Miguel, but I was having а really 
hard time getting a good drive out of 
the Keyhole, between the water (which 
was seeping up from the surface on the 











exit of the right-hander) and the used- 
up rear tire. He got a little better drive 
and that's what cost me." 

Merkel, meanwhile, had already 
made a decision to settle for third place: 
“With five laps to go I just melted the 
tire," Merkel said. "I had one major 
whoops. There was nobody behind me 
and I knew I couldn't beat them, so I set- 
tled for third. The Suzuki is not user- 
friendly with the tire, the power feels a 
lot like a two-stroke. But it sure is han- 
dling beautifully now. You've just got to 
use a harder tire than everybody else. 
There's no way around it." 

After his less-than-stellar start, James 
finished a strong fourth, the Louisianan 
also fighting a losing battle with lapped 
traffic. 

41 was as quick as the leaders, but I 
just got a slow start," James said. “1 
caught the leaders, but I'd hit lapped 
riders. They'd inch by and Га have to 
follow. I got back to two seconds 
behind, but then I hit more lapped traf- 
fic. I kept my head down and started 
closing again, but then there was more 
traffic. There was four laps to go and I 
was three or four seconds behind. There 
wasn't going to be any miracles today; 
I'd used the tires up getting to where I 
was. That's the way it goes, I’ve had ‘em 
(traffic) come back to me. I got some 
points and now we'll go on to Elkhart."

Doug Chandler had his first finish of the 
1995 season on the Harley-Davidson 
VR1000 when he crossed the line in 15th 
place. Surprisingly, the former AMA Super- 
bike National Champion came out on the los- 
ing end of a battle with Chuck Graves and 
Donald Jacks. “I'd run up on ‘em, but they'd 
just get me coming out. They'd park it going 
into the corners. I'm just happy it finished. We 
had no major problems and it ran." 


Californian Al Salaverria rode well to finish 
12th after completing the first lap in 28th 
place. "| stalled the bike on pit lane and they 
wouldn't let me take the warm-up lap," 
Salaverria said. “1 had no warm-up lap and 
cold tires. On the second lap my right knee 
риск flew off. 1 don't know why they didn't let 
me go out; | would have caught the rest of 
them without a problem. All the teams were 
yelling at them to let me go. This is the third 
time for me on this bike (a Ducati 955). It's a 
lot of fun to ride, but I've got to learn to mus- 
cle it in and get on the gas sooner. But I'm 
getting used to it pretty quick." Salaverria is 
sponsored by Leg Art, an embroidery com- 
pany located in San Francisco, California.

LEXINGTON, OH, JUN. 4 
hings simply can't get any closer 
| in the 600cc Supersport Series. 
After four rounds Miguel 
DuHamel has won twice, finished sec- 
ond once and third once. Ditto for Mike 
Hale. At the Mid-Ohio Sports Car 
Course it was DuHamel's turn to win, 
with his Smokin' Joe's Honda teammate 
Hale following him across the finish 
line. Less than a second separated the 
two at the finish line. Nothing separates 
them in the championship point stand- 
ings. . 

With four rounds in the books, the 
title chase seems to be out of reach for 
anyone other than the two Camel- 
backed riders. DuHamel and Hale are 
tied at 132 points - 34 points better than 
the two riders tied for second, Jamie 
Bowman and Hikaru Miyagi.

Round 4: Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course 


Two-time World Motocross Champi- 
on Donny Schmit finished. 17th in what 
was his first-ever National-level road 
race. The Minnesota resident rode a Hi 
Per Sports-backed Honda CBR600F3, 
just two weeks after winning the 4- 
Stroke MX World Championship in Cal- 
ifornia. 

The race was red-flagged with nine 
laps completed, when Moto Liberty’s 
Takahito Mori and Kinko’s Kawasaki's 
Tom Wilson were involved in a fright- 
ening accident on the back straight- 
away. Mori, Miyagi and Wilson were 
fighting over third place on the ninth 
lap when Mori's Honda stalled on the 
back straight. Miyagi swerved one way, 
and Wilson had no chance of missing 
Mori. The Ohioan slammed into the rear 
of the Japanese ace, went up and over 
the handlebars, yet managed to ride his 
bike to a stop. Wilson escaped unhurt 
with Mori suffering a cracked bone in 
his ankle. A remarkable outcome con- 
sidering the impact of the collision. 

"His bike just quit," Wilson said. "I 
was drafting Miyagi out of the Keyhole 
and he went right like he missed a shift 
or something. I went left and Mori was 
right there - parked. I glanced him hard. 
There was no hand signal. No nothing. 
There was no way out for me. It's too 
bad because the bike was working good. 
I was riding around at 80-90 percent, 
trying not to spend my tires. It was pret- 
ty spectacular and it could have been 
fatal." 

Neither Wilson nor Mori were able to 
make the restart, though Miyagi not 
only reappeared unscathed, but also 
ended up finishing third. 

It was Hale who led the way at the 
start of the 600cc Supersport final, while

DuHamel completed the first lap in 
sixth place after starting on the third 
row of the grid. Hale led Wilson, Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Steve Crevier, Miyagi, Cana- 
dian Michael Taylor, Mori and 
DuHamel at the end of the first lap. But 
DuHamel was a man on a mission: he 
moved to third on the third lap, second 

















a lap later and then took over at the 
front on that very same lap, lap four. 
The winningest 600cc Supersport rider 
of all-time started to put some space 
between himself and Hale on the fifth 
lap, the same lap that saw Taylor pit 
with an ill-running Kawasaki. 

Just when it looked as though 
DuHamel was free and clear, Hale 
rebounded to reel him back in. On the 
10th go-around, the red flag was thrown 
when Mori and Wilson had their colli- 
sion. 

With new tires fitted front ànd rear, 
the pack restarted with DuHamel get- 
ting the jump this time around. He led 
into turn one with Miyagi second and 
Hale third, and was able to open an 
immediate gap as Hale tried in vain to 
work around the Japanese rider. By this 
time, Crevier was out, after having 
crashed оп the opening lap: “It was.a 
cold tire and a bad start," Crevier 
explained. "Hale and DuHamel were 
going to run away. І tried to go inside 
and it was dirt; a cold, dirt track. I lost 
the brake lever, so I couldn't continue." 

Hale moved into second on the 
fourth lap, and slowly but surely start- 
ed to inch back to his teammate 
DuHamel. Miyagi, meanwhile, was 
alone in third, well clear of an equally 
lonely Bowman. 

Hale was right on DuHamel's 
tailpipes on the eighth lap as the pair 
readied for their run to the flag. But 
Hale's attempt for a second straight win 
was thwarted as he hit lapped traffic on 
the final lap and was actually forced off 
the race track on the exit of turn 12, a 
fast left-hand corner. 

“Не got in the way, but I didn't touch 
him," Hale explained. “Му only option 
was to go around him. Once I caught 
Miguel it was really hard to make the 
pass. He beat me." It was a little role 
reversal from the outcome of the Lagu- 
na Seca 600cc Supersport final, held a 
month earlier in California. 

“Т slowed down a bit toward the 
end," DuHamel said. "I had a gap of 1.8 
seconds and 1 took it easy and didn't 
brake as hard. With five laps to go it 
was down to one second and I got back 
on it. I was riding around and hoping he 
didn't get too close. Everything went 
pretty well. I figured for sure he (Hale) 
was going to be there. He likes to win, 
so I knew he'd keep trying." 

The second Kinko's Kawasaki, rid- 
den by James Randolph, was a non-fin- 
isher, with the Californian crashing the 
bike early in the race in the Keyhole. «х

АП Oliver

LEXINGTON, OH, JUN. 4 
ich Oliver gave a riding clinic on 
R: sunny afternoon at the Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course, but no 
one was able to stay close enough to 
learn anything. 

From the drop of the green flag to the 
wave of the checkers, the defending 
National Champion was, as usual, 
untouchable, lapping nearly two sec- 
onds a lap faster than the field and 
drawing away so quickly that the only 
question was who would finish second. 
That honor would go to his young Team 
Oliver Yamaha teammate, Chuck 
Sorensen, who took a bit longer to solid- 
ify his position. 

Sorensen was hounded during the 
middle part of the race by veteran Mike 
Sullivan on a 1993 TZ250 Yamaha. Sul- 
livan closed to within 1.3 seconds at the 
halfway point, then slowly dropped 
back, though he was able to finish on 
the podium for the first time in his 
nine-year AMA career, afterward pro- 
claiming it, "the happiest day in my 
life. l've been working for this all my 
life." 

Fourth place was contested the entire 
race with Southwest Motorsports hold- 
ing off the charging Nick Ienatsch, of 
Zero Gravity, who sneaked under Greg 
Esser at the line. 

Mark Foster, Randy Renfrow, Jeff 
Vos and Bobby Keith filled out the top 
10. 

Oliver completed the 20-lap, 48-mile 
race in 31 minutes, 22.490 seconds, 
averaging 91.793 mph. His margin of 
victory was 22.331 seconds, though he 
could easily have made it much larger. 
By the eighth lap he had a 15-second 
lead. 

In winning his third race in four tries 
this year, Oliver solidified his champi- 
onship points lead. With six races to go, 
Oliver leads Ienatsch, 137-116, with Sul- 
livan third at 102, and Sorensen fourth 
at 96. 

The live television broadcast of the 
Superbike race moved the 250s to the 
last race on the program, and that was 
fine with Oliver. With rain wiping out 
much of practice and the heat races, the 
250cc GP riders had very little dry track 
time and the track had been wiped 
clean by a heavy rain on Saturday 
night. After a full day of racing, Oliver 
found the circuit had much more grip 
than it had on Friday and Saturday, 
though there were still a few damp 
spots where water was coming up 
through the track surface. 

It wasn't long after the green flag 
dropped that Oliver began his disap- 
pearing act. Running nearly two sec- 
onds a lap quicker than anyone, Oliver 
left the pack behind and spent much of 
the race watching his pit board. 

"I wanted to build up enough of a 
lead that if I got into traffic I didn't have 
to take any chances," Oliver said. That 
wasn't a problem. 

Sorensen was quickly into second 
though he knew very early on that Oliv- 
er would be tough to catch. 

“It’s expected," Sorensen said of 
Oliver's speed. "I'm working on it and 
I'm on the recovery road from problems 
at Pomona and Laguna Seca." 

Like Oliver, Sorensen was watching 
his pit board and saw that he was being 
caught, though he didn't know by 
whom.

“1 didn't know who it was. I thought 
it was Nick (Ienatsch). Whoever was 
back there, about halfway through I 
could see that I could keep it at plus 
two," Sorensen said. 

It wasn't Ienatsch - he had his hands 
full fighting for fourth - but Sullivan, 
who was riding the race of his life, 
catching Sorensen in the Keyhole and on 
the brakes at the end of the back 
straight. Sullivan had moved up to take 
over third on the seventh lap, and was 
within 1.3 seconds of Sorensen at the 
crossed flags. Soon after, he got held up 
by some backmarkers and couldn't con- 
tinue his run on Sorensen. Still, he was 
elated with his finish, proudly wearing 
his third-place medal well after the 
event ended. 

"| just put my head down and was 
bound and determined to get on the 
podium," he said in the winner's circle. 

Behind Sullivan were three riders 
fighting for fourth - Rankin, Esser and 
Ienatsch. Rankin held the spot for most 
of the race, though Ienatsch made a run 
at him forcing the Texan to brake later 
and later into the corners. For the final 
two laps he was braking into the apex at 
the end of the back straight and Ienatsch 
couldn't get around him. 

“I was definitely riding motocross on 
pavement," Rankin said. "I figured it 
was better to hold him off there (at the 
end of the back straight). It's hard to 
pass from there to the finish. Once I out- 





braked him on the last lap I knew I 
could beat him to the line." 

Esser then made a final run at Іеп- 
atsch, running wide in the Carousel near 
the end of the lap, allowing the Sport 
Rider magazine editor to run under him 
in the final left-hand turn onto the 
straightaway, taking the spot by a bike 
length. єх

Merkel 
rebounds

LEXINGTON, OH, JUN. 4 

oshimura Suzuki's Fred Merkel 
Y appeared to have the bit between 

his teeth coming into the Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course round of the 
750cc Supersport Series. The Californian 
had crashed at the last round at Laguna 
Seca, and he seemed hell-bent on revers- 
ing his fortune at Mid-Ohio. And he did 
just that with a runaway victory on his 
main rival’s - Tom Kipp - home race 
track. 














In ultra-tricky racing conditions, 
Merkel was really in a class by himself. 
The former two-time World Superbike 
Champion hounded Kipp early in the 
race, took over on the sixth lap and was 
never headed again. Kipp, meanwhile, 
faded to finish fifth, but managed to 
maintain a semi-comfortable 13-point 
lead in the championship standings. 

That lead is not over Merkel, but over 
third-place finisher Thomas Wilson. Sec- 
ond place today went to Team Suzuki 
Sport's Aaron Yates, with the Georgian 
riding hard late in the race to almost 
challenge Merkel. Wilson and his 
Kinko's Kawasaki finished the day in 
third place, just clear of his teammate 
James Randolph and Kipp. Japan's 
Hikaru Miyagi rode his Honda 
CBR600F3 to a fine sixth-place finish in 
the 750cc class. 

Kipp leads Wilson, 128-115, in the 
championship with Randolph third on 
112 points. Merkel jumps back into the 
top five with his victory, though he is 33 
points behind Kipp. Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki’s Donald Jacks, seventh today, is fifth 
with 86 points. 

With rivers running wild across the 
race track. іп several spots, the 750cc 
final got under way with Kipp leading 
Merkel into turn one. Randolph held 
down third place with a gap back to 
Wilson. Yates, meanwhile, completed 
the first lap in 10th place. 

Kipp continued to lead until Merkel 
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took over on the back straight during 
the sixth lap, and that was it. The 
Yoshimura Suzuki rider simply pulled 


away, leaving Kipp to fall under attack - 


from those coming from behind. 

A four-rider battle developed for sec- 
ond - Kipp, Randolph, Wilson and Yates 
- but it was Yates who was doing most 
of the moving, at least as far as going 
forward. Kipp was the opposite as his 
direction was going in reverse, and he 
would eventually fall to fifth place. 

Yates took over the second spot for 
good on the 10th lap, and he managed 
to close on Merkel but never really 
threatened. Wilson was patient, and 
finally moved into third for good on the 
16th lap. 

"| was watching him (Kipp) real 
close,” Merkel said. “It was just ride 
with him, ride with him, and wear him 
down. That's what I should have done 
at Laguna. He (Kipp) was a bit tentative 
because he’s leading the points. I just 
had some spots where I was faster. It 
went from six seconds to four seconds 
and I made it back up. I just got caught 
behind a guy in turn one. I was just 
watching the board.” 

“My bike was really working good,” 
Yates said. “I was trying to be careful off 
the start. I got sideways a couple of 
times. I thought there was a chance of 
catching Fred (Merkel). I was going 
pretty hard and catching him a little bit. 
He seemed to get by the lappers and I'd 
get hung up behind ‘em. I made a mis- 
take and got sideways out of the Key- 
hole, so I took it easy for the last few 
laps.” 

Wilson was nursing a collarbone that 
was broken during a testing crash at 
Talladega two weeks prior to Mid-Ohio: 
“Everybody’s bike was set up to get off 
the corners better than mine,” he 
explained. “I just wanted to be consis- 
tent and finish. I think I was spinning a 
little bit, and I was just hanging back 
and taking it easy. Once I started slow- 
ing down, I think I went faster. I don't 
think Tom (Kipp) wanted to take any 
chances today." CN

LEXINGTON, OH, JUN. 3 
smart decision on tires allowed 
Dutchman Racing's Fritz Kling 
to run down Erion Racing's 
Rick Kirk on the final lap and win the 
one-hour SuperTeams race on a par- 

















tialy wet Mid-Ohio Sports Car 
Course. 

Gambling that the track would dry, 
Dutchman Racing's team owner Dave 
Schlosser decided to fit the team's 
FZR1000 Yamaha with a Michelin rain 
front tire and a slick rear. 

"]t takes us forever to change a front 
and I knew it would last. If it rained, we 
could change the rear in 15 seconds. If it 
was dry, we could win with that combi- 
nation," Schlosser said. 

Nick Ienatsch had taken the first stint 
on the Dutchman bike and found the 
rear slick a handful on a mostly wet 
track. 

“1 told Fritz that I’d stick close and 
give him something to work with,” said 
Ienatsch, who handed off to Kling on 
the 14th of 35 laps. “As it came in it 
worked well. But at the start it was side- 
ways in every corner.” 

Then it was up to Kling to get the job 
done, which he did, with several corners 
to spare. 

“When I saw him (Kirk), I knew what 


I had to do. I came in on the inside of 
him in the Keyhole,” Kling said. 

Erion Racing had drafted Kirk onto 
the number-one bike after Michael 
Barnes, who was scheduled to ride with 
Pegram, crashed on the Erion Racing 
Too bike on the first lap. The Honda 
CBR900-equipped team chose to go with 
hand-cut slick Bridgestones, front and 
rear, a combination that worked well for 
lead rider Larry Pegram. Kirk took over 
at the 36-minute mark and knew that 
Kling was closing. “I tried as hard as I 
could to keep him behind me,” Kirk 
said, and very nearly did. 

After 35 laps (84 miles), Kling’s mar- 
gin of victory was 0.141 second. He 
averaged 83.343 mph in giving Dutch- 
man their second win of the year. 

The win increases Dutchman’s lead 
in the championship to 14 points, 130- 
116, over Erion Racing after four of 10 
races. Third in the points at 108 is Cycle 
Motion Racing, who dropped out on the 
fifth lap. 

Third in the race, and the only other 
team to complete 35 laps, was Action 
Speed Racing - Don Canet teaming with 
Hikaru Miyagi on a Honda CBR900. 
They chose Dunlop slicks, front and 
rear. 

Fourth went to Dats Racing with Bat- 
tley Cycles finishing fifth. 

The one-hour event began in a light 
drizzle that would stop early in the race, 


_ the drying track. 








but leave the track wet in most spots 
and puddled in many. 

Mark Miller Racing’s Mark Miller 
was the early leader but lost the spot to 
Shawn Higbee on the Battley Cycles 
Yamaha on the seventh lap. 

Higbee gave up the lead on the 
13th lap, after which the rider 
changes began and the leaders were 
shuffled. 

It took until the 20th lap for all of the 
teams to swap pilots. The final 15 laps 
began with Rick Kirk in front of Fritz 
Kling by close to 20 seconds, then, about 
25 seconds back was Devin Battley of 
Battley Cycles, with Hikaru Miyagi 
using his full slicks to take advantage of 


Miyagi took over third on the 24th _ 
lap and that’s where he would finish. 

Out front, Kling was charging after 
Kirk. The lead was less than 5.5 seconds 
with 15 minutes to go and Kling 
chipped away, closing up with two laps 
to go and following him around for the 
final lap. Kling ran up the inside of Kirk 





going up into the Keyhole and Kirk 
could only watch. 

“He had me set up pretty good,” 
Kirk said in the winner's circle. “Fritz 
rode a real good race.” 

About a minute later came Miyagi in

LEXINGTON, OH, JUN. 4 ў 
fter finishing second in the last 
two races, Bartels' Harley-David- 
son's National Champion Shawn 

Higbee finally took his first win of the 
season after turning back a race-long 
charge by Spectro-Moroney's Racing's 
Aaron Yates late in the Progressive 
Insurance Harley-Davidson SuperTwins 
race at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course. 

“ТЕв great to be here. It's extra special 
for me with a lot of local people watch- 
ing. I broke the track record in qualify- 
ing, but I knew it would be a hard race," 
Higbee said. "Aaron's been there all 
week and he's a hard-charger. I watched 
where he was getting me and it was the 
end of the back straight. I just concen- 
trated on going in there deeper and 
deeper." 

Higbee led the first lap, then Yates 
was by and held the point until the 
eighth of 11 laps when Higbee retook 
the lead. A close race quickly turned 
into a rout with Higbee pulling away in 
the final three laps to win by 5.149 sec- 
onds. 

He completed the 11-lap, 26.4-mile 
race in 18 minutes, 46.959 seconds, at an 
average speed of 84.333 mph. 

Third place went to Woody Kyle Rac- 
ing's David Estok, who lost touch with 
the leaders on the second lap but was 
never challenged from behind. 

Fourth was decided on the final lap 
with Tilley's H-D's Scott Zampach get- 
ting back around Mitchell's Modesto H- 
D's Matt Wait. 

That was also the battle for the cham- 
pionship points lead, which Zampach 
closed slightly. After four of 10 races, 
Wait holds a one-point edge on Zam- 
‘pach, 114-113. Higbee is third with 99, 
two better than Estok and Bartels' H-D's 
Eric Bostrom, eighth on the day. 

Lap one of 11 ended with a trio of 
riders streaking across the line in close 
company; Higbee fronting Yates and 
Estok. A lap later and Yates was in 
front, Higbee on his tail, with Estok los- 
ing ground. 

The lead pair continued to pull away, 
Higbee dogging Yates and finally get- 
ting him on the eighth lap. Yates wasn't 
able to keep up and the win went to 
Higbee. 

Estok's ride was solitary, never chal- 
lenging or challenged, third place his all 
the way. 

Fourth was more of a dogfight. Zam- 
pach had it to himself very early оп, 
leaving Wait and Eric Bostrom behind 
and seeming to edge away. Then, at the 
halfway mark, Wait began to close up 
on his rear fender on the eighth lap and 
passed him a lap later. Zampach wasn't 
giving up, though, and was able to take 
the spot back on the final lap. Wait was 
a close fifth, well in front of sixth. 

Ben Bostrom had moved in front of 
his brother Eric on the seventh lap and 
withstood a late-race charge by East 
Valley Cycles’ Owen Weichel, who 
ended up seventh, well in front of Eric 
Bostrom who was at the front of a five- 
rider pack. CN

3 
oto Liberty's Takahito Mori 
M: the 125cc class a wet- 
weather riding lesson a month 
ago at Laguna Seca - today he gave 
them a similar beating on a partially wet 
Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course. 

Mori didn't lead into the first turn on 
his Doug Carmichael-tuned Honda 
RS125, but he led into every turn after 
that. Second place went to Honda- 
mounted privateer Rodney Fee with 
Randy Renfrow Motorsports' Randy 
Renfrow taking third on his К5125. 
Honda-mounted Billy Graef and Yama- 
ha-mounted Chris Rogers rounded out 
the top five finishers. 

The man many felt would give Mori 
his toughest challenge - based on the 
pair's bitter battle in the recent WERA 
Pro Series event at Road Atlanta - was 
Masahiro lizuka, but the Japanese ace 
crashed on the opening lap, remounted 
and finished sixth. 

With his second successive victory, 
Mori's lead in the three-race-old cham- 
pionship is seven points over Fee, 102- 
95. Renfrow jumps to third with 67 
points, five clear of Rogers. 

It was Renfrow who led the 19-rider 
field into the first turn in tricky racing con- 
ditions; the race track was damp with sev- 








eral deep puddles in the circuit's low 
spots, forcing nearly everyone to use rain 
tires. Renfrow's lead lasted until Mori 
squirted past in the Keyhole - and from 
then on there was never any doubt as to 
the outcome. Mori simply dominated, 
leading by an astounding 17 seconds after 
only three laps. By the end of the race, #42 
was 42 seconds clear of the race behind. 

Initially, it was Graef who seemed to 
have control of the runner-up spot. But 
on the sixth lap, Fee caught the Wiscon- 
sin resident entering turn 14, bumping 
into Graef on his way through. Graef 
went way wide through the right-hand 
corner, allowing Fee to pull away. 

"Unfortunately, he (Graef) got out in 
front of me," Fee said. “1 finally caught 
him and we hooked up a little - I 
thought he was going to go down." 

Renfrow also took advantage of 
Graef and moved by the Frank Brotz- 
sponsored rider down the back straight 
that same lap. 

Just when Fee appeared to have a 
lock on second place, Renfrow moved 
into position to challenge on the eighth 
of 11 laps. Fee, though, was able to 
maintain the position to the finish, 
strengthening his hold of second place 
in the championship point standings. 

Renfrow cruised in with third, well 
clear. of Graef, who in turn had a lead 
over fifth-placed Rogers.

"It was very difficult conditions 
today," Mori said. "But my Honda was 
very fast and my Bridgestone tires were 
very stable." 

“I got a great launch," Renfrow said. 
"But I knew we'd be in trouble with 
Mori. I just didn't know how fast you 
could go on full wets on a pretty dry 
race track. I just went faster and faster, 
but it wasn't fast enough. I certainly 
could have gone faster - I just didn't. I 
started getting conservative." CN

: announced his retirement. 

The 30-year-old Texan was the last of 

a generation of Americans who (togeth- 
er with some Australians) put a stran- 
glehold on the World Championship 
back in 1985. His retirement marks the 
end of an era. After missing the opening 
two rounds of the European GP season 
amid rumors that he had lost the heart 
to continue the struggle, the Texan has 
confirmed that he has hung up his 
famous Lucky Strike leathers for good. 
Riding problems due to lingering physi- 
cal weakness triggered a crisis of confi- 





opening round of the season at 
Eastern Creek. 

"Those crashes made me ques- 
tion everything," he said. “I’ve had 
some of the biggest crashes in my 
career in the last few years, and I’m 
just not bouncing like I used to. 

"But I felt if I could get a couple 
of races behind me the confidence 
would come back." Instead, 
Schwantz described concentration 
problems in the first three races. 
“Му heart wasn't in it." 

Another factor was a conversa- 
tion with career-long rival Wayne 
Rainey, on the return flight to the 
U.S. after the Japanese GP. Rainey 
told Schwantz how his crippling 
crash happened when he was rac- 
ing "because other people wanted 
him to race. I realized that I was 
feeling just the same way right 
now." 

Schwantz described a week of 
indecision, before he finally suc- 
cumbed to his worries on the eve of 
departure for the Spanish GP. "It 
was the hardest decision l've ever 
made. I guess I'll always wonder if 
it was the right one. With Mick 
(Doohan) having bad luck, I'll 
always think that if I'd stayed a lit- 
tle longer another title may have 
come to me. But right now I'm 
happy and confident with the deci- 
sion. I’ve got nothing left to give.” 

Schwantz said he would do his 
best to help title leader (and close 









friend) Daryl Beattie and “whoever 
they decide to put on my bike” for the 
rest of this season, and to continue to 
help Team Lucky Strike Suzuki “for as 
long as they want me to. I don’t want 
to just walk away from racing.” 

But he also has plans to start a new 
racing career on four wheels. He has 
already tested a NASCAR Super Truck 
racer, and is also interested in other 
classes “that wouldn’t be such a big 
step. I'll sit in anything I get the chance 
to. That's sit in it, not on it." 

The career-long Suzuki man's first 
full-time GP season was in 1988 - and he 
won the opening round at Suzuka. Since 
then he has logged 25 GP victories, 
putting him fourth overall in the 500cc- 
class Hall of Fame (behind Agostini, 
Hailwood and Lawson, but one race 
ahead of Rainey). In 1993, he at last won 
a long-awaited World Championship. 

He is famous for his knees-out style, 
demonic late braking and a cavalier cor- 
nering style that epitomized the Ameri- 
can power-on, wheelspin-steer tech- 
nique. 

He is also known for a propensity in 
his early years to win or crash, as well as 
an astonishing capacity to bounce back 
from injuries that would hospitalize 
most people, and to get straight back to 
racing. 5 

Wisecracking Schwantz made the 
racing number 34 his own. Poetically, 
his last World Championship score was 
34 points. €N

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SUPERCROSS Round 15: Spartan Stadium

SAN JOSE, CA, JUNE 3 
aving already clinched his third- 
straight supercross championship 
at the previous round in Cleve- 
land, Team Honda/1-800-Col- 
lect/Fox's Jeremy McGrath 
showed up at San Jose State Uni- 
versity’s Spartan Stadium even 

more relaxed than usual. Never one to let 

pressure get to him, McGrath’s normal 

pre-race mood is sedate, and many cite 

his ability to relax as a key to his success. 

Before the penultimate main event of 
the year got underway, McGrath could 
be spotted kicking back - not the fenced 
off Team Honda area - but with some of 
his long-time riding friends in the non- 
factory portion of the pits. McGrath 
laughed and traded jokes as if he hadn't 
a care in the world - no race to worry 
about, no pressure to deal with. 

And realistically, he didn’t. 

After grabbing the umpteenth 
holeshot of his career, McGrath immedi- 
ately broke away from the field and 
added insult to injury, scoring an effort- 
less-looking win and finishing some 15 
seconds ahead of his closest rival. As a

matter of fact, McGrath had more of a 
lead on the field by the start of lap two, 
than the distance that separated second, 
third, fourth and fifth throughout most 
of the race. Doug Henry, Jeff Emig, Larry 
Ward and Mike Kiedrowski scrapped 
over the runner-up position all race long, 
and eventually finished in that same 
order. While they were putting on what 
was arguably the best race of the series, 
however, McGrath was quietly making 


history at the front. McGrath’s 29th- 
career supercross win breaks the tie that 
he briefly sat in with Rick Johnson, and 
now it's official: McGrath is the all-time 
winningest supercross rider. And if he 
has any say in the matter, he will hold on 
to that record for some time to come. 
"Today was a pretty good free ride," 
said McGrath. "There's always a little 
pressure out there - all the other riders 
are there - but with the championship 


wrapped up І was able to just go and 
have fun. Having the record is pretty 
cool. I never expected to be in this posi- 
tion when I started out, but now I want 
to hold on to it for a while." 

When asked what his realistic goal 
was, McGrath answered, "I don't know, 
if I'm still having fun for three more 
years, maybe around 50? That would be 
pretty cool." 

Cool for McGrath, torture for the rest. 

Henry was able to break away from 
the other late in the race, and held a firm 
grip on second at the finish line. Emig 
and Ward traded block passes repeatedly 
in the final laps with Emig emerging on 
top, while Kiedrowski crashed out of 
striking distance when he tried to block 
Ward in a slippery left hander. In beating 
Kiedrowski, Ward further distanced him- 
self from the Kawasaki rider in the series 
point standings. 

“All I have to do to get second in the 
overall series is finish at least seventh in 
Las Vegas if Kiedrowski wins," said 
Ward. "Sure, I would have liked to be 
first in the series, but I’m pretty pumped 
with second." 

In the 125cc main, the sport's other 
all-conquering rider, Damon Huffman, 
wrapped up his second-straight Eastern 
Regional 125cc Supercross Champi- 
onship with an impressive come-from- 
behind ride. But surprisingly, it wasn't 
the Suzuki teamster who crossed the fin- 
ish line first. Instead, it was Team Split 
fire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's David Pin- 
gree who earned his first-ever win. 
Helping out his teammate in an indirect 
way was fourth-placed Ryan Hughes. 
The only rider with a mathematical 
chance of beating Huffman for the title, 
Hughes tangled with Huffman at the 
start of the main and the two crashed 
while running 1-2 into turn one. Huff- 
man re-started next-to-last, and Hughes 
was last. Pingree took control of the lead 
early in the event and rode a smart race, 


holding on to the lead until the very 
end. 

41 started to get a little nervous at the 
halfway point because my mechanics sig- 
naled me that Huffman was coming," 
said Pingree. "But I loosened back up 
and just stayed steady." 

Huffman set a blistering pace through 
the field en route to his second-place fin- 
ish, and was a good sport about having 
his win streak broken. 








“I knew that winning every round 
would be really tough to do," said Huff- 
man. “It’s disappointing to finally lose a 
race, but it's great to wrap up the champi- 
onship. Like they say, you can't win 'em 
all. I got a little flack last year for not 
being real happy when I clinched the 
championship. I didn't win the race then, 
just like tonight. But I think I’ve grown 
up and matured a lot in the past year, and 
now I know what an accomplishment 
winning the championship really is." 

Third in the main event went to 
Orange County Suzuki's Greg Schnell. 
The home state topped Huffman in a 
heat race earlier in the evening, and 
backed up that performance with an 
admirable third in the main. 

"This feels real good," said Schnell. "I 
was in the same position at Anaheim ear- 
lier this year but I crashed and broke my 
leg. This is a good comeback for me." 


250cc 


KTM's Jeff Dement set the pace at the 
start of the first eight-lap heat race, but 
eventually gave way to a full-of-confi- 
dence Henry. Kiedrowski did his best to 
match Henry's pace, and stayed on the 
leader's tail until the end. Ward suffered 
a mediocre start and closed in on the lead 
duo near the end, but ran out of laps 
before being above to make a serious bid 
for first or second. Team Yamaha's John 
Dowd was a distant fourth, fending off 
the charges of Honda of Troy rider Mike 
Brown for the last direct transfer posi- 
tion. Early leader Dement dropped to 
eighth and would return in a semi. 

"I've been feeling better and better on 
a 250," said Henry. "I was having some 
bad finishes at the beginning of the year, 
and that was making me mad. When you 
get mad you make mistakes. Now I'm 
more confident in my abilities." 

Heat two offered a prelude of things to 
come. Emig grabbed the holeshot ahead 
of McGrath, and for a moment, it looked 
as if he could pull away. McGrath clipped 
а haybale on the opening lap and did a 
spectacular "flying W" as he chased after 
Emig, but regained control and quickly 
set to work. McGrath took over the lead 
near the end of lap one and was never 
headed, although Emig did stay close for 
several laps. A nac nac here and a nac nac 
there, and McGrath was off to the fastest 
heat race win of the night. Believing that 
he had second in the bag, Emig began to 
whip his Yamaha sideways over the two 
large triples, unaware that Honda of 
Troy's Brian Swink had moved into third 
and was closing the gap at an alarming 
rate. On the last lap, Swink whipped his 
Honda sideways over the triples in tan- 
dem with Emig, who was still unaware of 
his presence. After the following turn, 
Swink blitzed through the whoops sec- 
tion - perhaps faster than anyone, all 
night - and past a surprised Emig. Swink 
was a popular second at the line. Emig 
was third, and Noleen's Kyle Lewis fin- 
ished a distant fourth for a direct transfer. 

"I got a bad start and had to play 
catch up,” said Swink. "I was gaining on 
Emig, and he was out there playing. 
"That's бле, I thought, and I got him on 
the last lap." 

Brown led every lap of the first semi, 
leading Dement, Kawasaki privateer Phil 
Lawrence, HoT's James Dobb and Cliff 
Palmer into the main. Honda privateer 
Brian Deegan led early in semi two, but 
three-time World Champion Greg Alber- 
tyn took over and rode off with the win, 
leading former event winner Doug 
Dubach, Deegan, KTM's Anthony Ama- 
radio and Japanese rider Takateru Atsuta 
across the line and into the main. 

Local hero Rusty Holland flew to the 
win in the LCQ. Jeff Hedden was second, 
and the last rider to qualify.

McGrath blasted down the long start 
straight at the drop of the gate and led 
Emig, Dement, Henry, Ward, Albertyn, 
Dowd and Kiedrowski through turn one. 
"Supermac" immediately began to put 
distance on Emig, and had a three second 











































lead by lap two. Behind Emig, Dement, 
Ward and Henry scrambled for position 
and allowed the Yamaha rider to tem- 
porarily break away as well. 

“I knew that I was alone in second, 
and I'm really disappointed that I let the 
race catch back up to me," said Emig, 
who at one point was a safe four seconds 
ahead of Ward. 

Dement crashed on the seventh lap 
and retired for the evening. "I got a han- 
dlebar in the... well, you know,” said the 
personable Texan. "I felt good all night, 
but the rear end of my bike was skidding 
around everywhere." 

With Dement's demise, Ward and 
Henry closed the gap on Emig, and by 
lap nine, the three were running in close 
order. Kiedrowski, meanwhile, was in 
fifth and closing the gap as well, while 
Albertyn ran alone in sixth. 

Henry was the fastest of the non- 
McGrath bunch, and took control of the 
runner-up spot on lap nine. Emig briefly 
moved back past him, but in the end, 
Henry would enjoy a two-second cush- 
ion over third. 

With Henry’s departure, Emig and 
Ward were left to deal with a hard-charg- 














ing Kiedrowski. The Kawasaki rider 
seemed to struggle to find his form early 
in the race, but there was no doubting his 
speed in the middle laps. Unfortunately, 
his bid for third came to an abrupt halt 
when he slid out on the next-to-last lap. 

“I went to cut under Larry and I lost 
my front end,” said Kiedrowski. 

Ward and Emig traded places four 
times in the last two laps, and it was 
Emig who came home in third. 

“1 was a little surprised,” said Ward. 
“We were all riding really clean. We 
were blocking each other left and right, 
but no one ever slammed anyone. After а 
great race like that, it’s satisfying even 
when you come up short with fourth. 
What’s important to me is that I beat 
Kiedrowski.” 

Strangely enough, most of the fans 
forgot about the long-gone McGrath 
while they focused on the great battle for 
second, third and fourth. “I just holeshot 
and stayed real aggressive for about 
eight laps,” said McGrath. “I heard it was 
a great race for second. I wish I could 
have seen it... No, maybe I don’t.”

Hughes and Schnell scored the wins 
in the two six-lap heat races, and Brian 
Deegan scored the win in the LCO. 
Huffman didn't get a great jump off 



























the line at the start of the 15-lap main, but 
his Tony Berlutti-tuned RM125 pulled 
long and hard down the long start 
straight. At the end of the straight, Huff- 
man led Hughes by half a bike length. 
Entering turn one, Hughes and Huffman 
both seemed to continue to go straight, 
and plowed through the hay bales that 
lined the track. As expected, both riders 
had different versions of what occurred. 

“I was going into turn one and some- 
one plowed into me," said Huffman, as 
he pointed out black tire marks on his left 
side panel and left pant leg. "We went 
straight into the hay bales." 

“1 was second and Huffman pinched 
me off,” said Hughes. "He cut in front of 
me and we tangled and went down." 

While the two series heroes were 
picking themselves up off the ground, 
North County Yamaha's Cory Keeney 
assumed the lead over Spud Walters, 
Pingree and Schnell. While Pingree and 
Schnell worked into first and second by 
lap three, Huffman and Hughes were up 
to 10th and 11th. 

By lap nine, they were third and fifth. 
While Huffman seemed to easily work

AMA Grand National Championship Series

LASALLE, IL, JUNE 3 
WN ho the hell says I can't ride a 
600," grinned Scott Parker 
after notching his 62nd Grand 
National victory in the Starved Rock 
Grand National at LaSalle Speedway. 
Parker, determined to prove his much - 
maligned small-bike abilities, took the Bill 
Werner-tuned, Harley-Davidson factory- 
backed XR600 to a wire-to-wire win. 

“This is my second short track win, but 
the last one was a few years ago," said 
Parker. How time flies. Parker scored his 
last short track win - the third Grand 
National win of his illustrious career - at 
Sante Fe Park, Hinsdale, Illinois, on 
August 1, 1980. 

Giving chase all the way was Craig 
Rogers/Mother Fletcher's backed Can- 
Am of Will Davis. 

“Л just couldn't do anything with Scot- 
ty," said a somewhat somber Davis. “1 
thought I was going to make a run late, 
but then with about five laps left I almost 
busted my butt in turn three. I knocked 
my skid shoe half off and spent a couple 
of laps trying to get it back on. I decided 
that I wasn't going to get it, so I just did 
the best I could." 

Davis however was successful in win- 
ning the first-ever Crane Cam Challenge 
over Chris Carr and Dan Stanley. 

Parker's Harley-Davidson factory 
teammate, Carr was a distant third. 

“I don't think Scotty showed us every- 
thing in the Crane Cam Challenge," Carr 
said before heading off to the LaSalle air- 
port, where a plane was waiting to get 
him back to Mid-Ohio for Sunday's AMA 
Superbike road race. “It took me a while 





to work through traffic. By then Will and 
Scotty were too far gone." 

Johnny & Sarah Goad/USC Racing- 
backed Kevin Varnes picked up fourth on 
his Rotax. 

"Fourth place, this is my best Grand 
National ever. I felt real good all night," 
said the promising Pennsylvanian. "I was 
hung up behind Stanley and Coolbeth for 
a while, and by the time I got by, Carr was 
way ahead. Then I heard a noise and 
Morehead went around on the outside. I 
decided to move up to his line and I think 
we were closing on Carr. I was going to 
make a run on Steve late in the race when 
all of a sudden he just got totally side- 
ways. I thought sure I was going to hit 
him. I guess he had a flat tire." 

Also benefiting from Morehead's mis- 
fortune was Loral Lake Racing's Ronnie 
Jones. 

"I had a long way to go, starting on the 
last row,” Jones said. “It was hard to find 
a good place to be consistent. Everyone 
would go into the turns together, then 
someone would hit a rut and people were 
going in all directions. I really feel that 
when the race tracks are rough and the 
racing is close, I have an advantage 
because I feel I’m in real good condition. I 
think that I passed four or five guys 
tonight because they were tired." 

Five-time Grand National Champion, 
Parker became 1995's first multiple win- 
ner and also took over the points lead for 
the first time this year. Parker's win cou- 
pled with the fact that previous point 
leader Jay Springsteen failed to make the 
National has given Parker a 10-point lead, 
58-48, over Springsteen, who slipped into 
a tie with Davis for second place in the 
standings. Carr is another two points 
behind in fourth place, with 46 points.

HEATS 


Weeks of heavy, record-breaking rains 
had left the LaSalle track saturated and 
made for a rough race track that helped 
supply the large crowd with a lot of action 
at the Mike Farley /Magic Racing Group's 
first Grand National. 

The heat races took on the added impor- 
tance of establishing the field for the Crane 
Cam Challenge as the heat winners would 
make up the field for the five-lap dash. 

Rich King broke his Garvis Honda on 
top of the first race only to see the red flag 
come out on lap three. Steve Kasten, Dave 
Camlin and Paul Iwanaga were in a tight 
race for the last direct transfer when Kas- 
ten fell hard in turn two after a rut 
grabbed his front wheel. 

The restart saw King out front again 
and taking the win. 

Terry Poovey, Doug O'Boyle and Carr 
waged a fervent battle for the win in the 
second heat. Carr powered his way into 
the lead at the halfway flag and was never 
headed. 

The third heat was all Ken Coolbeth 
Jr's. The 1994 Rookie of the Year used his 
К & I Mfg.-sponsored Rotax to stave off 
the early challenges of veteran Charlie Orr 
on the Adams Racing Rotax before taking 
the checkered flag. 

In heat four, Washington's Dan Stanley 
jumped into a big lead on his BBRP/Bud- 
weiser-sponsored Rotax and scored the 
win. 





While all the heat times were close, the 
fifth was the fastest. Davis' 10 laps were 
15 hundredths of a second faster than 
Coolbeth's heat as the North Carolinan 
blasted to the line first. 

The retired - unretired - retired - unre- 
tired Aaron Hill proved that he can still 
get his trademark holeshot as he rocketed 
to the front of the last heat on his Chris 
Carr/ Arai-sponsored Rotax. But by lap 
four, Parker showed his muscle as he 
powered his way around the outside and 
ran away with the win. 


CRANE CAM CHALLENGE 


New for 1995, Crane Cam Motorcycle 
Products has introduced a five-lap dash 
for the fastest qualifiers, in this case the six 
heat winners, with a $1000 check going to 
the winner. 

Davis took all the suspense out of the 
Challenge as he shot from his middle-of- 
the-track starting spot to a convincing win 
over Carr, who had to work his way 
around Stanley. Coolbeth, Parker and 
King rounded out the field. 

“I knew I needed a good start and con- 
sistent laps," Davis said. "I think staying 
consistent is the key." 

"(For) these short races you need a 
good start, and I had to work my way 
through some traffic,” Carr said. “There 
was no way I could catch Will.” 


SEMIS 


The four semis would fill the last four 
spots in the National grid as only the win- 
ners would keep racing. The other 11 rid- 
ers would load up and go home. 

The first semi turned into a rout for 
Donahue H-D's Davey Durelle after he 
pulled away from Teague, who was 
aboard Lee McAnally's Wood-Rotax. 

The second semi was a real barn burn- 
er as seven riders were still fighting for 
the one transfer at the halfway mark. Bret 
Beyer, Georgie Price IV, early leader Win- 
sett, Atherton, Camlin, O'Boyle and Dale 
Jenneman all hada shot, but Price put his 
Spectro-Moroney's Harley-Davidson- 
backed Rotax into the lead for good on lap 
five. 

The third semi marked the undoing of 
points leader, Bartels' Harley-Davidson- 
backed Springsteen. Ronnie Jones 
bounced into the lead off the start over 
Steve Mayfield. Springsteen quickly 
grabbed second but couldn't reel in the 
disappearing Jones. 

Morehead got the holeshot from the 
outside in the last semi on his F&S H- 
D/Taylor White-sponsored Rotax and 
scooted into the main. 

"There was a little shelf where it was 
flat and dry right next to the wall where 
you could get real good traction," 
explained Morehead. 


883 NATIONAL 


A relatively large field of 25 Harley- 
Davidson Sportsters signed in and were 
divided into three heats. As has been the 
case all year Springsteen and his Bartel's 
Harley were the favorite with both the 
crowd and the "experts" to win the 
National after he posted the fastest heat 
win. 

Springer edged Jason Fletcher, on a 
Moroney's Harley, with both well ahead 
of Bret Beyer and Bill Hofmeister. 

The second heat was an outstanding 
race between two youngsters as 
Moroney's H-D's Mike Hacker dueled 
with 16-year-old Pro-Am Nate "Gator" 
Wait, who slipped his Mitchell's Modesto- 
sponsored Harley around Hacker on the 
lastlap for the win. 

Moroney's put yet another bike in the 
main as Keith Jacobsen led Team Saddle- 
men's Lance Jones home in third. 

The last heat was a three-way photo 
finish. A Moroney's-supported Harley- 

























Davidson was once again involved, with 
Price IV taking the win. DPC Racing's 
Tommy Colson and Topeka H-D's Philip 
Lash were a close second and third, 
respectively. Doug Beattie took the last 
transfer. 

When Steve Fracci's light flashed 
green, it was the youngster Wait taking 
control from Price and his teammate 
Fletcher. Wait was pulling away as 
Springsteen worked his way up from a 
fifth-place start. Springsteen finally got by 
the two Moroney's pilots at the race's 
midpoint. 

“ didn't get that good a start, but I 
moved up to a high line where I didn't 
have to slow down so much to get 
through the corners," Springsteen said. 
"You really have to keep your momentum 
up with these things. I wasn't sure if I 
could catch him, because I was back as far 
as fifth, but I just kept plugging away." 

Springsteen closed in on Wait, and just 
ав he did with Mike Hacker at the Spring- 
field Mile, the wily veteran pulled off a 
last-lap pass to steal the win from the 
young Californian. 

"I didn't see him coming, then all of a 
sudden there he was," Wait said. ^He just 
drove right on around." 

Later, Wait learned that a mechanical 
problem had also contributed to his 
demise. 

"The brake locked up and after the 
race you couldn't hardly push the bike, 
but it was still a good run I almost had 
that win," said Wait with a well-earned 
grin. 

GRAND NATIONAL 

Davis had first choice of the all-impor- 
tant starting positions for the National 
and he picked a spot about a third of the 
way down from the top of the race track. 
Coolbeth Jr. went with the outside slot 
next to the wall. No one wanted to start 
between them; Parker, Stanley, Carr and 
King lined up to Davis' left with an odd- 
looking gap between Davis and Coolbeth 


Jr. Iwanaga, Hill, Varnes, Rogers, Poovey - 


and Orr sat on row two. Morehead 
hugged the wall in row three with Price, 
Durelle and Jones filling out the field. 

Davis led into turn one, but Parker had 
the lead by the time they returned to the 
line to end lap one. Coolbeth Jr. led a tight 
battle for third over Stanley, Varnes and 
Carr. 

Coolbeth Jr. appeared to falter on lap 
three as Stanley got by, but he quickly 
regrouped. However, it was short-lived. 

“I had a good drive off the line, then I 
just lost my rhythm,” said a disappointed 
Coolbeth Jr. “I got a little tired and after I 
rested a few laps, I just couldn't find a 

ve." 

Coolbeth would slip to an eventual 
13th-place finish. 

Also headed on a downward slide was 
Stanley as he struggled to a 10th-place fin- 
ish. 

Up front, Parker was riding a consis- 
tent low line. 

"Once I got around Will I dropped 
right to the bottom," Parker said. “1 decid- 
ed he was going to have to pass me on the 
outside if he was coming around, or if he 
stuffed me we would just have to go from 
there." 

“I tried to change my lines, following 
Scotty, going into one higher and squar- 
ing it off,” Davis said. “The last couple of 
laps we got into lapped riders and I 
thought I might sneak by, but it really 
messed both of us up." 

Carr cruised alone in third while 
Varnes and Morehead slowly closed until 
Morehead's luck once again soured when 
he suffered a flat tire. 

"| can't believe it. We came so far, start- 
ing on the third row and all,” Morehead 
said. "We must have run over something 





on the track. The tube didn't roll and there 
was nothing wrong with the valve stem. 
We're running into bad luck and Scotty's 
winning races." 

Varnes and Ronnie Jones rounded out 
the top five. Rogers and King bounced to 
sixth and seventh with Morehead drop- 
ping to eighth on the last lap.

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RIDING IMPRESSIONS

don't envy the manufacturers 
when it comes to building dual 
sport motorcycles. They're 
stuck between the proverbial 
rock and a hard place as far as 
trying to please the dual sport crowd. 
On one side of the fence, you have dual 
sporters who basically want a simple 
motorcycle to carry them around town

and perhaps get them to and from work 
but can be ridderr'in the dirt when the 
urge strikes. On the other side of the 
fence - the side I happen to be on - you 
have people who want full-on dirt bikes 
that are truly “barely” street legal. These 
people don't care how well they per- 
form on the pavement, as long as they 
can be thrown around on the dirt with 
relative ease and can be ridden through 
town without worrying about getting 














pulled over. They'd just as 
soon slap a license plate 
on their RMX, KDX or 
E/XCs and ride them to 
and from their favorite 
riding spots if they could. 
Oh well. 

Unfortunately, to ac- 
commodate both sides, 
the manufacturers have 
been designing dual sport 
bikes with both types of 
rider in mind. But what 
has ultimately happened 
is instead of pleasing 
everyone, they've ended 
up pleasing no one, at 
least not completely. Of 
the two sides, however, 
the people wanting more 
street-oriented dual sport 
bikes have been getting 
their way, as they have a 
wide variety of, in my 
opinion, marginally dirt- 
worthy dual sport bikes to 
choose from, unlike those 
who want honest-to-good- 
ness, barely street-legal 
dirt bikes. But even those 
who prefer pavement 
admit wanting dual sport 
bikes with better off-road capabilities. 

Luckily, the off-roaders' screams for 
serious dual sport bikes were finally 
heard, in Austria, and, as a result, about 
this time last year KTM introduced two 
very dirt-competent dual sport bikes, 
the LC4 400 and 620 R/XCs, which аге 
derived from the company's strictly off- 
road and very capable LC4 E/XC four- 
stroke models. 

Both R/XCs аге as close to being 
barely street legal as we have ever seen, 
at least in this country, or should we say 
in most of this country. You see, Califor- 
nians were deprived of the all-new KTM 
dual sport bikes due to the fact that nei- 
ther machine could pass California's 
extremely tight EPA standards. As a 
result, the R/XCs were available in 
every state except California. But that 
has all changed, as KTM has risen to the 
task of meeting all of the Golden State's 
no-tolerance emission standards with its 
new “95 models. 

“Basically there are two main differ- 
ences between California's standards 
and those of the rest of the country, 


whose standards are already tough to' 


meet," said Mike Rosso, president of 
KTM America. "While the other states 
require five grams of hydrocarbon per 
kilometer, California allows only one 
gram, plus California requires an evapo- 
rative recovery system." Basically, it 
was those four pesky grams that kept 
the R/XCs from being sold on Califor- 
nia soil. But now, thanks to an all-new, 
American-made carburetor, the R/XCs 
can be legally sold in California. Even if 
you don't live in California, you should 
still be interested in these models, 
because, while KTM still offers the 49- 
state R/XCs, don't be too surprised if 
the California, or 50-state R/XCs replace 
all of the 49-state KTMs in the near 
future. 

The main difference between the two 
versions - the 49-state models and the 
50-state models - is the carburetor. 
While the 49-state models use Dell'Orto 
mixers, the 50-state models use - no, not 
a Mikuni or a Keihin - but flat-slide 
QuickSilver II carburetors, which are 
made in Apple Valley, California. Evi- 
dently, the Dell'Ortos couldn't be jetted 
lean enough to pass California's emis- 
sions test without losing drivability. 
The QuickSilver II carbs are built by the 
same company that made Lectron carbs 
many years ago and, like the Lectrons, 








the QuickSilvers have no pilot jet, noz- 
zle or main jet, instead using a needle- 
metering system to balance the fuel/air 
mixture. Since there are no jets, the 
QuickSilver carb is designed to auto- 
matically compensate for altitude 
changes. 

Another difference between the 50- 
state models and the 49-state is that the 
California models come with vibration- 
reducing counterbalancers, while the 49- 
state models do not. 

Up until now, KTMs have been one 
of the few manufacturers left that do not 
use any kind of clutch-cushion system 
to help reduce shock to the entire drive 
(transmission) system. when you open 
and close the throttle while riding on 
pavement. Instead, KTM has been rely- 
ing on a rear-wheel-cushion system. 
However, the 50-state R/XCs now come 
with a rear-wheel and a clutch-cushion 
system, unlike the 49-state models 
which still rely solely on the rear-wheel- 
cush system. 

The R/XCs we rode came with nick- 
el-plated exhaust-pipe headers, but 
many will come with traditional black 
pipes. "It depends on inventory as to 
which bike gets which pipes," says 
KTM. 


This is pretty much it as far as the 
differences between the 1995 49- and 50- 
state model R/XCs. Otherwise, they still 
come with the same single-cylinder, 
sohc, four-valve, liquid-cooled motors 
as before (except for the counterbal- 
ancers on the California bikes), as well 
as chrome-moly frames; quality internal 
Bleed System WP suspension compo- 
nents; Brembo disc brakes; DOT- 
stamped knobby Pirelli tires; O-ring 
chains; and 3.0-gallon plastic gas tanks. 

Obviously, noise is a big concern 
these days and keeping the R/XCs with- 
in the acceptable limits are Stealth 
silencers fitted with U.S. Forestry Ser- 
vice-approved Supertrapp spark 
arrestors. The silencer internals are 
made up of a series of baffles, which 
mean it never has to be repacked. 
There’s also a noise-reducing canister in 
the exhaust pipe where it crosses over 
behind the rear shock, and it’s packed 
with steel wool. 

Once again, the R/XCs incorporate a 
centerstand just like they did last year. 
We like this design because it keeps the 
rear wheel off the ground and makes 
trailside flat-tire repairs that much easi- 





































er to perform, as long as the ground is 
flat and level. 

KTM invited us to their offices in San 
Diego to show off their new 400 and 620 
California R/XCs, and after a short tech- 
nical briefing, KTM's Scot Harden, a 
longtime veteran of the off-road racing 
scene, led us on a 160-mile ride in the 
mountains and canyons southeast of El 
Cajon. Afterward, Harden was kind 
enough to let us hang on to one of the 
400s for further evaluation. "Go ahead 
and hammer it,” he said. We have since 
compiled many miles on the "little" 400. 
Mostly off-road miles, of course. 

My first encounter with the 400 
wasn't exactly a positive one, though, as 
it was reluctant to start. After a couple 
of minutes, I was gasping for air and we 
hadn't even ridden a single foot yet. But 
I had been forewarned about cold-start- 
ing the R/XCs. According to Harden, 
the choke on the QuickSilver carbs is too 
rich and there is no easy way to adjust 
the idle. On the bikes we rode, the only 
way you could adjust the idle was to 
hold the throttle wide open - with the 
engine turned off - and reach in with a 
needle-nose pliers to turn the hard-to- 
get-at idle screw. At this point you can 
fire it up and see if you have it right. 
KTM is currently working on a remote 
idle screw adjustment system that 
should be ready by the time you read 
this and already installed on the produc- 
tion models. 

The starting procedure on our bike 
was fairly extensive: Turn on the igni- 
tion as well as the on/off switch located 
next to the throttle housing on the han- 
dlebar, open up the choke (on the carb 
itself), pull in the compression-release 
lever, kick the engine through at least 
five times, turn the choke off, pull the 
compression release lever in until it 
stays in on its own, kick slowly until the 
lever pops out, bring the kickstarter 
lever back to the top of the stroke, and 
finally give it a good, healthy kick with 
no throttle. Repeat, etc., etc. 

The whole cold-starting process is 
made difficult since you can't easily turn 
up the idle when the engine is cold then 
turn it down once warm, and the overly 
rich choke doesn't help either. But KTM 
says that with the remote-idle-screw 
adjuster, cold-starting will be much easi- 
er. 

After the engine is warm, both bikes 
are simple to start, as simple as any off-

road four-strokes we've 
ridden. At least ones 
without electric starters. 
Being right-handed, or 
right-footed in this case, I 
had no problems kicking 
over either the 400 or 620 
with my left foot while 
straddling the motorcy- 
cle. 

As is usually the case 
with dual sport rides, our 
adventure started out on 
pavement before turning 
off on a dirt road, and it 
didn't take long for me to 
realize that the R/XCs 
certainly won't challenge 
a Honda Gold Wing as far as comfort on 
the open highways. In the weeks to 
come, I avoided the hard stuff as much 
as possible on the 400. The seat is firm 
and narrow, it vibrates like a dirt bike, 
the exceptionally tall knobby tires offer 
nothing less than a bouncy ride, the sus- 
pension is set up on the stiff side and 
the single-cylinder engine labors at free- 
way speeds, despite the fact it’s geared 
quite tall. But all of this is just fine with 
me. After all, isn’t this how a dirt bike 
should feel on the street? I mean, the 
qualities that make motorcycles good in 
the dirt aren’t the same qualities that 


“make them good on the street, and I'm 


glad KTM basically left the R/XCs the 
way they were originally designed - as 
dirt bikes. Only now they’re street legal. 

Dirt roads and single-track trails 
never come too soon while riding the 
R/XCs. Unfortunately, many of those 
items required to make motorcycles 
street legal rear their ugly head when 
pavement turns to dirt. Neither the 400 
and 620 LC4 E/XCs are what you would 
call light motorcycles in the first place, 
but when you slap on a huge and 
restrictive exhaust system, a battery, 
taillights, blinkers, chain guards, mir- 
rors, you can’t help but gain some 
weight, something the R/XCs have a lot 
of. And to make matters worse, many of 
the engine modifications KTM was 
forced to make in order to get the 
R/XCs to pass emissions wound up 
costing horsepower, so now you have a 
heavier and less powerful motorcycle 
than you started with. 

The 400 R/XC is, well, I hate to say it, 
slow. At least feels slow. It has a super- 
flat, linear powerband, and the extra-tall 
gearing leaves it panting on the long 
hills - on the street or dirt - but, again, 
this really isn't KTM's fault. We already 
know that the off-road-only E/XCs pro- 
duce good power, so you can't blame 
the factory for the 400 R/XC's lethargic- 
feeling motor, but you can blame the 
EPA if you want. The tall gearing does 
ease the pain on flat, open roads. (KTM 
was forced to use such tall gearing for 
emission reasons - fewer rpm equals 
fewer hydrocarbons). | 

Still, the 400 R/XC makes enough 
power to have fun on, as does the 620 
R/XC. The 620, in fact, hits significantly 
harder than the 400 but not as hard as 
what you would expect from an all-dirt 
big-bore thumper. If horsepower is 
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important to you, then you might prefer 
the 620 over the 400, since it only weighs 
about three pounds more than the 400. 
However, the 620 feels more than just a 
few pounds heavier than the 400, and 
KTM credits this to the centrifugal force 
of the larger spinning crank and recipro- 
cating piston of the 620. The 620 didn't 
seem any harder to start than the 400, 
and, pricewise, the 620 costs only $100 
more than the 400. 

But the 400 is definitely less intimi- 
dating than the 620, which might 
explain the fact that the 400 outsold the 
620 in '94. As mentioned, the 400 has a 
super-mellow powerband that is simple 
to control and manage, and it vibrates 
slightly less than the 620. 

What the 400 - and the 620, for that 
matter - might lack in the horsepower 
department is more than made up for in 
the suspension and handling depart- 
ments, this is where the R/XCs stand 
way out over the rest of the bikes in 
their class. In fact, there is no compari- 
son, really. They are that good. Remove 
the mirrors on the tight and twisty trails 
and you'll simply forget you're on a 
dual sport bike. Though, once in a while 
you might be reminded that you're not 
on a full-on dirt bike when you first 
open up the throttle or try to lift the 
front end over an obstacle. Otherwise, 
there really isn't much of a difference 
between the E/XCs and the R/XCs 
when it comes to the dirt, just like last 
year. 

The suspension is basically identical 
to that of the E/XCs, and hasn't been 
softened up or modified for better street 
performance. Instead, the suspension 
was left alone and is well up to the task 
of hard off-road riding. Most of our 
rides on the 400 usually wound up on 
tight single-track trails, and many times 
on rocky two-track dirt roads, and the 
WP inverted 4057 fork and WP 4681 
shock handle the rough stuff extremely 
well. Sometimes the front end would 
deflect somewhat violently after slam- 
ming into a rock or rut, but much of this 
has to do with the bike's excessive 
weight. Otherwise, the bike was quite 
stable over rocks, ruts and whoops. 

Perhaps the single biggest thing 
holding the R/XCs back on the dirt is 
the tires, which don't inspire much con- 
fidence, as they skitter around on the 





trail. However, the Pirelli MT21 semi- 
knobby tires are many times better than 
thre more street-oriented rubber that 
comes stock on many of the Japanese 
dual sport bikes, whose tires are down- 
right useless for aggressive off-road rid- 
ing. 

The Brembo brakes work extremely 
well, especially the very progressive 
front binder, which offered excellent 
feel. 

We quickly removed the rubber pad 
that KTM installed on the footpegs to 
reduce vibration while riding on pave- 
ment. Not only do the pads give the sen- 
sation that the footpegs themselves are 
sagging, but become very slippery after 
riding through water. 

As far as engine performance, the 
only difference between last year's 49- 
state models and the 50-state models 
mostly revolves around the carburetors. 
On the QuickSilver-carb-equipped 





bikes, you can feel slight surges of 
power while cruising down the pave- 
ment at a steady throttle setting. It feels 
as though the bikes are starving for fuel, 
which, according to Harden, is exactly 
the case. "We have to set up the carbs as 
lean as possible for emission reasons, 
and that causes the surging," says Hard- 
en. Also, sometimes you could feel a 
sharp hesitation, or bog, when you first 
back off the throttle. | 

It was tough to feel the difference 
between the non-counterbalanced 49- 
state models and the counterbalanced 
50-state models, at least with the 620s, 
but you can feel the difference between 
the two 4005, albeit slightly. 

Riding the R/XCs can be a funny 
experience. At least it was with me. You 
see, it's really easy to curse either bike 
while riding them on the street, due to 
their dirt bike ancestry. Then once you 
get them on the dirt, they're so good

that you can't help but start comparing 
them to their pure dirt bike cousins, the 
E/XC 400 and 620s, and suddenly find 
yourself complaining that they're too 
slow and heavy. You have to keep the 
bikes in perspective and once you do 
that, you realize you're riding what is in 
my opinion the best street-legal dirt bike 
that money can buy. At least here in the 
U.S. Unfortunately, it's going to take a 
lot of money to buy one, but in the long 
run, it'll probably be cheaper and, more 
importantly, a lot less of a hassle than to 
legally convert your full-on dirt bike 
into a licensed street bike. Why bother 
when KTM has done all that for you? 
And now, for Californians too. су

And a little jet lag. Is there a 
better way to spend two 
days in Italy? 

Apparently, Michelin 
didn’t think so because 
that’s exactly what the 
French tire giant arranged 
for dozens of journalists 
from all over the world 
to take part in at the end 
of March. The quaint lit- 
tle town of Rimini, set 
right on Italy's Adriatic 
Coast, was the locale 
for Michelin's 1995 
Motorcycle Tire Intro- 
duction - chosen not 
for the sun (of which 
there wasn't any) 
and sand, but 
because the seaside 
town is only a few 
miles from the 
Misano Adriatico 
circuit, a interna- 
tionally famous 
race track used 
for both Grand 
Prix and World 
Superbike com- 
petition. 


ROUND AND BLACK 


Michelin's “motorbike” tire lineup 
for 1995 has been drastically expanded, 
with six ranges of tires for use on practi- 
cally all classes of street-going motorcy- 
cles. As Michelin spokesperson Claude 
LeRoux said: "These new tire lines show 
that we are very committed to the 
motorcycle market - it shows a world- 
wide, and North American commit- 
ment." 

That commitment starts Michelin's 
newest generation of Hi-Sports, the 
ТХ15 (front) and TX25 (rear) high-per- 
formance radials. The TXs are available 
in both race and standard compounds, 
with the harder standard-compound Hi- 
Sport naturally providing higher 
mileage ratings than the race com- 
pound. The TX25 has its crown ply laid 
at zero degrees, in an effort to counter- 
act the effects of centrifugal force at high 
speed and a larger contact patch than 
past Hi-Sports. Michelin also claims that 
its crisscrossed tread pattern in the cen- 
ter of the tire help with wet-weather 
traction, something that is also helped 
by the tire's 6.5mm-deep grooves. 

Next up for “95 is the new Macadam 
90 X, Michelin's sport and sport touring 
tire. Built for big-bore motorcycles like 
Kawasaki's ZX-11 and Suzuki's 
GSXR1100, the Macadam 90X was 
designed for two-up riding while also 
providing high-speed durability for 
high mileage. The Macadam 90 X's sib- 
ling is the bias-ply Macadam 50, Miche- 











lin's best grip vs. 
wear combination - the replace- 
ment tire for the Michelin A-49. The 
Macadam 50 uses a ringed diagonal rear 
envelope design with three radial body 
plies and two crossed breaker strips, a 
design said to reduce flat tread wear. 
The front tire features a tread depth of 
4.5mm while the rear has 7mm-deep 
grooves, ensuring grip on wet surfaces. 
The tubeless tire is available in a wide 
variety of sizes with H and V speed 
indexes for fitment on all modern street 
bikes, according to Michelin. 

With the custom market growing 
into one of the largest segments of the 
motorcycle market, Michelin has 
jumped in with both feet by producing 
its first-ever cruiser-market tire - 
dubbed the Tarmac. The Tarmac goes 
directly for the cruiser look - skinny up 
front, fat in the rear. But Michelin is try- 
ing to provide more than just cruiser 
aesthetics, but "also improve stability 
and comfort to enhance the enjoyment 
of these users." The Tarmac gains some 
of its stability through the use of twin 
circumferential grooves on the front tire, 
while the rear boasts a large tread pat- 
tern with open spaces in the center. The 
Tarmacs are available in sizes to fit both 
Japanese and Harley-Davidson cruisers. 

Michelin has introduced two touring 
tires for 1995 - the High Tour 79 and the 
High Tour 79X. The 79X is a radial tire 








developed sole- 
ly for the Honda Gold Wing 
GL1500. Michelin claims that the radial 
79X counters the discomfort which can 
result from the low sidewall dimension 
(70 series front, 80 series rear) and the 
low volume of air contained in the tire. 
The standard 79 features a Z-shaped 
tread design (open in the center) and an 
ultra-large contact patch. The bias-ply 
79 is designed for what touring riders 
require more than anything - comfort. 

Michelin's 1995 dual-purpose tire has 
been dubbed the Sirac for 1995, replac- 
ing the 266 X which was designed main- 
ly for the street. 


BURNING RUBBER 


For all that the Michelin press intro- 
duction lacked in length, it more than 
made up for with intensity. After a 
quick bus ride to Misano in the early 
hours of the morning, we were greeted 
by a parking lot full of motorcycles, 
enthusiastic Michelin employees and the 
cold chill of an Italian winter day. 

Our group of laid-back journalists 
from the U.S. and Canada were the only 
ones on the bus not already wearing our 
leathers as we left the hotel. And we 
paid the price for it as we were hurried 
into a paddock lavatory by Europeans 



















































waving their arms as though something 
really important was going to happen. 
There was no time to casually graze the 
parking lot in an effort to leer at all the 
trick machinery on hand. Instead it was 
a quick suit-up (“pronto, pronto"), even 
quicker instructions on which group to 
become a part of and we were off. 

I was placed into a group that would 
first be trying the Macadam 90s, fitted to 
a variety of different motorcycles rang- 
ing from a BMW R1100RS to a Triumph. 
I opted for the most familiar mount I 
could see - a Honda CBR600F3. And 
then the flag dropped. Our fearless 
European leader sped off into the dis- 
tance as I quickly tried to acclimate 
myself with something other than an 
airplane headphone control or the 
reclining seat on the tour bus. I was sud- 
denly faced with two choices: get lost in 
the middle of Italy, or scare myself silly 
trying to keep up with our very rapid 
tour guide. I opted for choice number 
two, with Road Racing World's Colin 
Fraser tucked in behind me - as equally 
unsettled with the decision as I was. 

Soon we were flicking the bikes 

















so little time 


through twisties up an Italian hillside, 
through an old village and down the 
other side. If trying to keep the guide in 
sight through that lovely piece of coun- 
tryside (someone later told me that the 
view from up there was incredible) 
wasn't enough to get an adrenaline 
pump at 8:00 a.m., then our little 
encounter with the Autostrada definitely 
did the business. After finally figuring 
out that the slot at the toll was designed 
р spit out a ticket, and not take my 
oney, I was off and running - wide 
open. Let's see, if a CBR600 goes about 
145 mph - then I was going about 145 
mph. And losing ground to my 
Bimota-mounted guide. My 
goal: stay ahead of some- 
body (luckily, Fraser had 
chosen the BMW) and 
strain my eyes to see 
when Gonzo Guide 
exited the Autostra- 
da. Fortunately, he 
was nice enough 
to back it down a 
gear or two prior 
to the exit, and 
we all safely 
found our way 
back to the race 
track. 

Whew. Now 
we get to rest, 
right? A little 
coffee, a nap... 
Wrong. We 
were quickly 
back on the road- 
side of Italy, this 
time using Miche- 
lin's Macadam 50 
mounted on a 
Cagiva River - an 
Italian 600cc single- 
cylinder streetbike, 
complete with hard 
bags. What followed was 
a much more mellow ride 
and I now had the Autostrada 
toll booth completely dialed. I 
was even beginning to recognize some 
of the scenery that had flashed by the 
CBR600 so quickly. 

Soon we were back in the Misano 
paddock, where we were rushed to yet 
another group of motorcycles. This time 
we were to test the Hi-Sports (street 
compound) on both the roads of Italy 
and the Misano race track. I picked a 
Yamaha YZF750 for this stint, looking 
ahead to when we would be able to ride 
on the track. First came the road. And 
really all I wanted to do was survive the 
road ride long enough to actually get to 
ride around Misano. 

With little or no regard for speed 
laws (but Mr. Poliziotto, 1 was just trying 
to keep up), we were quickly zipping 
through town at 100-plus mph, passing 
cars, wheelying over rises in the coun- 
tryside and just plain "keeping up." 

Although I never thought we'd all 
make it back in one piece, we did. And 
it all made flying around the Misano 
race track seem very relaxing (no cars, 
no horse-drawn carts) - and it was easily 
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the most enjoyable part of the trip. This 
was also the one portion of the day that 
went by too quickly and we were soon 
flagged off the track so 
another group could 
take over. 

And it was 
back to the 
roads once 
again, 


this time 
mounted 
on a Suzuki 
6-0 0c c 
Intruder fit- 
ted with the 
all-new Miche- 
lin Tarmacs for 
what was proba- 
bly another 25-mile 
loop. Again, this ride 
mellowed in comparison 
to the YZF750 and CBR600 
expeditions, but it still was nothing like 
a Sunday ride on a cruiser back home. 
The most comfortable ride of the day 
came next, my outing on the Honda 
Gold Wing 1500 GL fitted with the 
High-Tour radials. It was also the first 
time I was able to listen to an Italian 
radio station while cruising along at 
close to 100 mph on an Autostrada, on a 
Gold Wing, and in full road racing 
leathers. Quite a sight, I imagine. 
Ranking a close second to our outing 
on the race track in the fun factor 
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department was 
our little jaunt on the Sirac dual-sport 
tires. For this outing I jumped aboard a 
Suzuki DR650 and gave chase to a port- 
ly Italian fellow who happened to be 
about the fastest dual-sport rider I'd 
ever seen - at least on the road. We were 
trekking down a country road when the 
guide whipped a quick left and took us 
up a mountain road that seemed 
impassable except on the type of motor- 
cycles we were riding. After seemingly a 
zillion left-right combinations, paved 


` jumps and endless wheelies, we were 


back on the country road and headed 
home. 








TIRE TESTING? 


Testing six different sets of tires on 
six different types of motorcycles over 
the course of a single day is impossible 
- unless you make a living by testing 
tires. I'd love to tell you that I was 
sliding the Hi-Sports in each and 
every one of Misano's corners, and 
that they went off after 10 laps - but I 
can't. And I can't say that the High- 
Tours will last 50,000 miles on your 
Gold Wing. қ 

What I can tell you is that Michelin is 
making a serious bid to win back the 
motorcycle tire market in North Ameri- 
ca with its six new ranges of tires. I can 
also tell you that they know how to pack 
a hell of a lot of riding into a single 
day...

While the rest of the European journal- 
ists climbed back aboard the bus that would 
take them back to Bologna, our fun-loving 
bunch from North America had managed to 
persuade (bribe) Mr. LeRoux into letting us 
have a few more laps around Misano - 
despite the fact that a light rain was begin- 
ning to fall. 

Initially, I jumped aboard a Bimota 
Suzuki Superbike for a few laps around the 
wet track, but I soon pulled in a little leery 
of the conditions. I soon noticed that Colin 
Fraser was circulating, riding a Cagiva 
River. I wanted one, and I talked the reluc- 
tant Michelin стеш into bringing out an 
extra one for me to ride. Needless to say, 
Colin and I quickly engaged in a great scrap 
around the race track, picking up the pace 
with each and every lap. The inevitable 
finally happened, on my last lap. 

Hey, how many guys can say they've 
crashed a Cagiva at Misano? 1 
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lenge dash for cash race and earned a 
hearty $10,000 paycheck for his five 1арз 
of work. The handsome Texan went on 
to earn Rookie of the Year honors, and 
many dubbed him as the Next Big Thing 
in dirt tracking. 

Unfortunately, Hale failed to live up 
to such billings. Though he was easily 
among the sport's top riders, he would 
never again get to take a victory lap 
with the checkered flag in hand. Nation- 
al wins just weren't in the cards for 
Hale, and apparently, neither was a ride 
with the all-conquering Harley-David- 
son factory. For four more years, Hale 
struggled to fulfill his childhood dream 
of becoming the Grand National Cham- 


“ріюп, but as time progressed, he began 


to re-evaluate his goals. 

Like so many dirt trackers before 
him, Hale was lured away from the 
roundy-round world of dirt track and 
towards the glamour and greater finan- 
cial rewards of road racing. He didn't 
start out on top, mind you, but instead 
cut his teeth in the hog eat hog Harley- 
Davidson 883 series. In '94, Hale was 
rewarded for his 883 escapades with a 
600cc Supersport ride with the Smokin’ 
Joe's Honda team, and he proved his 
worth by turning in a number of strong 
finishes aboard the téam's highly com- 
petitive CBR600F2, as well as the not-so- 
competitive RC30 superbike. 

In April of ‘95, Hale broke the ice 
with his first-ever 600cc Supersport

Fairplex race course, and minutes later 
backed it up with a shocking win in the 
Superbike National. At the end of that 
memorable day, Hale was, once again, 
the Next Big Thing. 

But this time, Hale would prove that 
his breakthrough performance was not a 
fluke. At the following Laguna Seca 
National, Hale again topped the 600cc 
Supersport National and rode to a smart 
fourth-place finish in the fog-delayed 
National. This time, the 22-year-old 
from Carrolton, Texas, is for real. 


Three rounds into the 1995 season, you 
find yourself leading not only the 
600cc Supersport Series, but the Super- 
bike Championship Series as well. Is 
this beyond your pre-season expecta- 
tions? : 

No. 

Care to elaborate on that? 

(Laughs) Yeah, a little. I guess realisti- 
cally, this is my rookie year on a super- 
bike. I set some goals for myself at the 
beginning of the year that I thought 
were realistic. One was to win the 600cc 
Supersport Championship, and the 
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the personal ровна 

Compare those to the goals you had 
before the start of last season, your first 
full year aboard a "real" road racer. 
Last year, I wanted to finish top three in 
the 600cc Supersport Series. 

So somewhere, there was a huge boost 
in your confidence. When did you gain 
so much faith in yourself? 

Well, we had an extensive testing pro- 
gram this past off season, and things 
started to gel and come together for me. 
The whole team was working really 
hard. I was working really hard. I got 
more and more comfortable on the bike 
every time I rode it. Basically, my confi- 
dence grew every time I got on the bike 
this winter. 

You competed in selected Superbike 
races last year aboard the team's out- 
dated RC30. Still, you managed to out- 
perform some of your RC45-mounted 
teammates. 

That's true, the RC30 was outdated, but 
to me it was the best road racer I had 
ever ridden. I just went out there to do 
the best I could do aboard it. Fortunate- 
ly, I turned in some decent results. 

Your team had trouble developing the 
RC45, and in “95, some riders still seem 
to be having trouble with the motorcy- 
cle. You, on the other hand, have adapt- 
ed to the bike just fine. Is that because 
as a relatively inexperienced road racer, 
you haven’t been spoiled, and don’t 
really know what to complain about? 
Sure, that’s possible, but each rider has 
his own style, and I’m just doing the best 
that I can with what I have. Like I said, 
to date, the RC45 is the baddest motorcy- 
cle I’ve ever ridden. Compared to the 
RC30, the RC45 has a hell of a lot more 
power, and it handles a lot differently. 
You liked the RC30. Did you take a lik- 
ing to the RC45 immediately, or was 
there ever a time when you got off the 
bike and thought that it sucked? 
Umm...no. (Laughs) When I first rode 
the bike, we were making changes right 
from the get go to make the bike more 
comfortable for me. The first time I took 
the bike around the track, it wasn’t set 
up for me at all. We took the available 
parts and shuffled them around until I 
was comfortable on it. 

With the points lead in both series, is 
there one championship that you feel 
is more attainable for yourself? 

I think that the Superbike Champi- 
onship is the one that I am the most 
focused on, however I feel that winning 
the 600cc Supersport title is going to be 
just as difficult, if not more so. 











s the “number one” super- 
bike rider on the team, how do you 
think he’s handling the fact that his 
rookie teammate is beating and lead- 
ing him? 

Well, Miguel seems to be handling it 
fine. We tested together, and we worked 
together to develop this bike all winter 
long. It was a real team effort. There’s 
no tension between us two. 

You say that you were "developing" 
the bike. Have you gained enough 
experience aboard a road racer to really 
know how to set up the bike? Obvious- 
ly, your skills and speed are there, but 
are you truly aware of what changes do 
what? 

I'm always learning and trying to stay 
aware of what the bike is doing. I 
learned a lot when I was dirt tracking - a 
lot about how to set up a bike. 

Dirt track racing is much more "hands- 
on" for the riders... 

Yeah, it is. At least our program was. 
There's no doubt that my dirt tracking 
has helped me learn how to set up a 
bike. But I think this past year is when I 
learned the most in the shortest amount 
of time. Working with my chief super- 
bike mechanic Merlyn Plumlee has 
taught me a lot. 

In the off season you had a couple of 
crashes. Were those results of you rid- 
ing over your head, or trying oddball 
chassis set ups? 

We just made some pretty dramatic 
chassis changes back to back, and I 
didn't allow myself enough time to get 


adjusted to the changes before I went ' 


for it. I high sided a couple of times, 
but my biggest road race crash was in 
my first race on the RC30 when I 
crashed in Thomas Stevens' oil. Yeah, 
that was my biggest crash on a road 
racer, but I’ve had bigger ones оп a dirt 
tracker. 

Were you nervous about crashing for 
the first time on the pavement? What's 
the difference between that and a dirt 
track crash? 

Pavement doesn't give as much as dirt, 
but then again there's not a retaining 
wall and hay bales around the track at a 
road race. (Laughs) 

Why do dirt trackers adapt so well to 
road racing? 

Well, I've been racing a motorcycle since 
I was five years old. I've been sliding 
motorcycles and going fast on motorcy- 
cles all of my life. There's no substitute 
for experience. The high speed, competi- 
tiveness and sliding of the mile races are 
a big help. 
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d. 
going road racing, but I planned on 
doing that eventually. After I won the 
dirt track title. 
In your rookie year as a Grand Nation- 
al Expert, you won.the Camel Chal- 
lenge dash for cash. Compare the feel- 
ing of winning that race to your first 
Superbike National. 
I think that winning the Camel Chal- 
lenge is still the biggest win of my 
career. That was my first big major win, 
and I had beat guys that had been my 
heroes all of my life. I won $10,000 for 
that, and at the time it was just me and 
my dad on our privateer bike. That 
money went a long, long way. I was 17 
then. 
After a win like that you must have 
been full of confidence. But in the 
years since then, you never scored 
another dirt track win... 
Well, the following year I hooked üp 
with Bartels' Harley-Davidson. That's 
one of the top privateer teams in that 
series. Bill Bartels is one of the best men 
in the sport, no doubt. But there's such 
limited factory involvement and sup- 
port in that series, that it's hard to go 
against the factory riders and kick their 
butts. 
Do you think you had a confidence 
problem? I've seen you spank the guys 
in the heat races, but then falter in the 
main. 
I mean sure, up until that point, there 
may have been a... No, I wouldn't say 
that there was a confidence problem. 
Inexperience, maybe. That cost us a few 
times. In my heart, I wanted to win. I 
know that there were times when I was 
lined up and wanted to win worse than 
anyone else out there. But there are 
some drawbacks to that. In 1992, for 
example. I wanted to win so bad that I 
went out and crashed. I crashed a lot in 
'92. 1 would go out and race hard to try 
to make up for the weekend before. I 
learned a lot that year. A lot about 
myself and a lot about self control. 
When did you first throw a leg over a 
road racer? 
In 1992. It was mostly Bill Bartels idea. 
Nigel Gale and Tripp Nobles were his 
team road racers, and they said, "You 
should come try this. It's a lot of fun. 
We've got an extra bike." I decided to go 
try it and had a lot of fun. I went üp 
there to check it out, I went all by 
myself. They handed me the bike, I took 
it through tech myself, and I wrenched 
on it myself. I ended up third, and it 
was а blast. І even wore Nigel Gale's old 
leathers. It was real easy to put a piece 
of white duct tape over the "G" and 
write an "H" on it. 














Was it weird getting on a road racer for 
the first time, or was it easy to adapt to 
because it was a big Harley like your 
dirt tracker? 

It was a little bit different, but I think the 
main reason І got third was because it 
started to rain. It felt better being able to 
slide. 

So was that the point - standing on the 
podium at your first-ever road race - 
that you decided to go road racing? 

I thought, “Hey this is fun. I definitely 
want to do this some more." But at that 
time, I still wanted to be Grand National 
Champion on the dirt. The next year - 
‘93 - they came up with the Harley- 
Davidson 883 Series that had five dirt 
tracks and five road races. Over the win- 
ter I practiced on the road racer a lot, 
and ГЇЇ admit it - I had a change in atti- 
tude as far as my perspective on racing 
and the type of racing I wanted to do. I 
went to Daytona and won the road race. 
At that point, I started feeling comfort- 
able dragging my knee. The first time I 
touched my knee, I thought, ^Well, I 
guess I'm getting there, getting up to 
speed." 

Later in ‘93, I tested at Texas World 
Speedway on a Commonwealth Honda, 
then I raced it at Laguna Seca and got 
seventh. 

What was that like, getting on a "real" 
road racer for the first time? 

. It was good. You know, that whole 
weekend I learned so much and started 
getting the feel for road racing. 

Looking back, do you think your “93 
dirt track season suffered because of 
your road racing? 

As far as the championship goes, yes. 
But as far as the individual races go, no. 
I was having fun. I started speaking 
with Honda halfway through that sea- 
son about road racing, but I was actually 
approached by Kawasaki first. Based on 
my 883 finishes and the progress I had 
made, I guess the interest was there. 

So you signed with Smokin' Joe's 
Honda for the “94 season. Was that a 
thrill, having your first-ever contract 
and salary? 

Man, it was like a dream come true. I 
had always dreamed of being a factory 
rider, but I had always dreamed about 
being a factory dirt tracker. But for 
whatever reasons, that dream was never 
realized. I signed a two-year deal - this 
is my second year. 

Last year, you still spent some time dirt 
tracking for Bartels... 

Well, I had told Martin Adams that I 
still wanted to go dirt tracking, and we 
worked it out so that I could do so in my 
first year. I still felt - still feel - like I 
have something to prove on the dirt. I 
mean, my attention is focused on road 
racing now, but I feel like I have some 
unfinished business dirt tracking. 

There were rumors early this year that 
you were trying to put together a 
Honda dirt track program, possibly 
aboard Bubba Shobert's old RS750. 
Were those true? 

There were some talks of possibly get- 
ting a Honda program together for a 
limited schedule this year. But right now 
where I'm at - leading both champi- 
onships - maybe it's better that it didn't 
happen. I believe that things happen for 
a reason, and right now I'm pretty busy. 
I'm really focused on road racing. 

Do you think that someday you're 
going to return and go after that Grand 
National win? 

Who knows. Right now I'm just looking 
towards the future in road racing. 

So obviously, your dream goals for 
yourself have all switched over 
towards road racing... 

Actually, I had always planned on going 
road racing after dirt track. I have 





always wanted to follow in the footsteps 
of Kenny Roberts, Wayne Rainey and 
Eddie Lawson. I just said, “Okay, I'm 
going to have to accept the fact that I'm 
not going to become Grand National 
Champion, and it's time to go on." Now 
my attention is focused on winning the 
600cc Supersport and Superbike Nation- 
al Championships. 

So in the long run, do you see your- 
self... 

World GP in the 500cc class! That's what 
I want to do. For sure. 

Do you feel that you're ready to race a 
500 right now? 

I don't know... I guess I need to ride 
one, don't I? I'd like to get on a 500 and 
get a feel for one and go from there. 

At the moment, you're the guy that 
everyone is talking about, the guy at 
the center of all the rumors. How does 
that make you feel? I’ve heard you 
named as a possible replacement for 
Kevin Schwantz on the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki... 


It makes me feel good, but I've got a job - 


to do, and I'm staying focused on what I 
was hired to do. I'm fully aware of all 
the rumors. I actually have been contact- 
ed by some GP teams, but I tell them 
that I have a job to do here and I have 
commitments made. I have a job to do, 
and right now we're doing it. 

With seven races left, what is your 
Strategy? What is it going to take for 
you to win both titles? 

Well, I want to win. I'd like to go out 
and win every race that I can and take 
the second place when I have to. 

At the Laguna Seca National, a lot of 
guys were pushing it and going 
coconut city, but you kept your cool, 
stayed up and got some points. What 
was going through your mind at that 
race, was it hard to refrain? 

You know, I learned a lot dirt track rac- 
ing. You don't win championships by 
crashing. I have first-hand experience 
with that. I have crashed a lot, and I knew 
that I didn't want to crash at Laguna. 

In a past interview, Ricky Graham said 
that he wanted to try road racing 











because the dirt track scene is like a 
beer-drinking crowd, whereas the road 
race scene is like a champagne-drink- 
ing crowd. Do you understand what he 
meant, and do you agree with that? 

I wouldn't go that far. In regards to that 
statement, there's a lot more sponsor- 
ship involved in road racing. More cor- 
porate sponsors. More factories. It's 
higher profile. I think that's what Ricky 
meant. 

Was it uncomfortable for you at first 
being amongst a whole new set of peo- 
ple? Dirt trackers are known for lend- 
ing each other parts and helping each 
other out, but now you're in a sport 
that is too competitive to do such 
things. 

Yeah, it was really different. But I didn't 
mind it, because I wasn't out there rac- 
ing with my friends. I came into road 
racing with a job to do and I did it. 
Now, in '95, I have a few people that I 
hang out with and I'm having fun. 
When you won both races at Pomona, 
did you ever doubt yourself, thinking 
that it was a fluke because of the poor 
track conditions, or something? 

No. No, not once. I had tested at enough 
"real" race tracks, that I knew exactly 
where I was. I knew that I had the speed 
to win, and it wasn't just because of the 
track. I think I backed those wins up at 
Laguna Seca when I won the 600s again. 
I'm sure there are still some people that 
have their doubts. I believe in myself, 
and if there are those who don't, that's 


fine. The folks at American Honda do,, 


and I do. That's all that counts. 

A lot of people think that you're on the 
verge of something really big... 

Well, I would have to agree. 

Are you getting cocky? 

(Laughs) Naw, I was just saying that. 
What I'm saying is that, yes, that's 
where my goals are. I'm gonna do 
everything I can to reach my goals, and I 
think that I'm getting closer and closer. 
No, I don't think I'm cocky, but you 
have to be confident. You have to have 
confidence in yourself, and you have to 
have goals. 





` Are people treating you differently, 


now that you're the hot new rider? 
Yeah, people come out of the wood- 
work when you start winning. I know 
who my real friends are, and I remem- 
ber who helped me when my dad and I 
were busting our butts on the dirt track 
series. 

Your father Bob and you are very close. 
It must have been hard for you to come 
into road racing without your dad serv- 
ing as chief mechanic. 

Yeah, it was real hard, but we both 
knew that was what was going to have 
to happen. We knew that this was what 
I needed. At this level, this is not some- 
thing that he and I could've handled on 
our own. He still comes to every race, 
and oh yeah, he still gets his hands 
dirty. He works on the bikes, and he's 
actually employed by Honda. That's 
neat, we both get a paycheck now. I 
think that's good that he gets to help. I 
think it would drive him crazy if he 
didn't get to. 

After you won at Pomona, you took a 
victory lap, dirt track style. 

That's right. To me, that's what you do. 
When you win, you take a victory lap 
with the checkered flag. 

You're a good-looking guy. Going 
from privateer dirt tracker to factory 
road racer - has the quality of the 
women improved? 

(Laughs) Oh, definitely. (Laughs) Hey 
dad, Maeda asked me if the quality of 
the women has improved since I became 
a factory rider! (Laughs) 

So, is it really like it seems? Do 
groupies walk into the pits and hand 
you their phone numbers? 

(Laughs) Yeah, but we did that dirt 
tracking! They have us sign their bodies, 
too 


What's the best place you've signed 
your autograph? 

Hmm.. I'm not telling! 

Did you have any habits that you had 
to give up when you went road racing? 
Do you have to train harder, or not as 
hard? 

Well, when I was dirt tracking I was 
also going to college full time. Now I 
decided to dedicate my whole life to rac- 
ing, so l've put college on the backburn- 
er for now. Now I'm able to train and 
prepare for the races full time. 

Do you plan on returning to college 
someday? 

At this point, I haven't really thought 
about it. I just want to focus on racing 
right now. 

So tell me about your training regimen. 
Well, I run a lot. A whole lot. I also ride 
my mountain bike a bunch - I'm actually 
sponsored by Specialized bicycles. I ride 
my Honda CR125 a lot. 

I hear that you're a bad-ass moto- 
crosser. 

Naw. I ride a lot, but I don't race. I have 
fun at it. But yeah, I go pretty good. 
When I was in California I got to go rid- 
ing with Steve Lamson a lot. 

Big doubles, no troubles? 

Yeah, big doubles, no troubles. It's the 
triples that I'm still thinking about. 
(Laughs) The triples are tempting, but I 
don't want to ruin my season. After the 
road race season is done, Гтп going out 
to the local track, I’m gonna roll the 
triple once, then I'm gonna turn around 
and jump it. I know I can do it. Then ГЇЇ 
tell all my friends, "See I knew I could 
do it!" 

You have a distinctive style on a road 
racer. 

Ido? What do you mean? 

You have your head tilted differently, 
and your elbows are up higher. 

No they aren't! What are you talking 
about? Not any more! Well, maybe 
sometimes...

heard the Duckies want my head on a stick,” Kevin Hines 
revealed several weeks ago. The Duckies referred to would 
be the Rubber Ducky M.C. who, in conjunction with the 
organizing Rock Island Riders, laid out the course for their 
first time in the 20 runnings of the Mauna Kea 200 Enduro. 
But when it was all over, even the Duckies couldn't stop the 
former National Enduro Champion. 

Held on the Big Island of Hawaii, Mauna Kea is noted as much for its 
toughness as for the variety of terrain encountered in the two days and 
200 miles of racing. While typical jungle/rain forest trails make up the 
bulk of the race, there are also miles of loose but razor-sharp lava rock, 
silty climbs, hard-packed two-track and a ride around the 13,796-foot 
extinct volcano the event takes its name from. 

Indeed, this was a tough race. Of the 84 entrants, 29 made it to the fin- 
ish in one piece and within their hour. "That (day two) afternoon section 
was tougher than most National enduros, but the morning. was pretty 
easy," said Hines. "That (last section) was National-caliber tough for 35 
miles. There was a lot of physical, tugging the bike and just tight, tight, 
tight." 

KTM's Alan Randt joined Hines on row one and was the only other 
Mainland rider and the only other National AA. It was his first Mauna 
Kea, but the row's other rider, Husky 350-mounted Honolulu resident 
Phil Oveland, promised to look out for him. 

Hines has been absent from Nationals this year as he tries to get his 
business, CRE Imports, rolling. That may have led to a bit of over anx- 
iousness on his part at the start because he and Oveland burned the first

Carl Kaui, from the Island 
of Kauai, was next quickest with a 9:32 
on his KX250, while KDX200 racer Dar- 
ren Machado clocked a 9:34. Hines' time 
was a relatively slowish 9:57, good for 
eighth. 
However, Hines faced a problem: He 
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sheared off the pivot bolt for the rear 
brake pedal on the CRE 250 loaned to 
him by Tim Withers, rendering it use- 
less. So, he coped as best he could and 
tried fixing it at the lunch stop, at vari- 
ous times on the course and during the 
hour work period before impounding at 
the end of the day. 

Lyman led the field at the end of 
those first 105 miles with 23, followed 
by Hines' 32, defending champ Steven 
Trinies’ 37, Oveland's 41 (amazing con- 
sidering he fell about 15 miles out and 
sliced his throttle hand open enough to 
require lots of stitches) and Randt's 47. 

A light overnight rain made the ride 
around Mauna Kea dust-free and incred- 
ible fun for those fortunate enough to 
still be running. "Now that was fun" 
more than one competitor exclaimed. 
Soon, however, it was back to the lava 
fields (which are incredibly difficult to 
ride; the bike always wants to do the 
hula) before reaching day two's lunch. 
Hines and Oveland carried scores of one 


through check five, while Lyman, 
Trinies, Randt and Dru Brenneman had 
threes. “1 figured I had nine points on 
Kevin," Lyman said. “I was just trying to 
pick up (those) nine points today." 

Following another well-stocked 
Iunch, riders attacked the final section, 
which included the day's special test. 
For most, however, the final section 
attacked them, a fact reflected in the 
check scores. “Тһе last 10 miles I 
thought they'd give us some kind of 
break, but they didn't," Lyman said 
with a laugh. 




























Indeed, his check scores of three, five, 
12 then 16 graphically demonstrated the 
severity of the section. In contrast, 
Hines' physical condition showed as he 
went one, zero, four, five. Hines domi- 
nated the test with his 7:21, well in front 
of the 8:13 by Trinies. Randt turned in 
an 8:20 followed by Jade Leitner's 8:33 
and Lyman's 8:38. Hines' superior after- 
noon erased his points deficit to Lyman 
and wrapped up the win. "I was con- 
cerned with (Lyman's day one lead)" 
Hines admitted. "I was just hoping it'd 
be tough enough today to make it back

up. In the morning after we went 
around the volcano, I said, ‘Oh no.’ 
Then I looked at the speed average, and 
it said 12 mph in the afternoon, and I 
didn’t think we’d ever drop enough 
points to make it up. 

“1 guess progressively I made it up 
because it was check after check. That 
was the only reason I could make up the 
time,” said Hines. “Yesterday, I had a 
bad day. It wasn’t just the brake but get- 
ting lost, running out of gas. Yesterday 
should've been three or four points, con- 
ceivably." 

Even with his less-than-ideal ride, 
though, Hines had his third Mauna Kea 
win in three tries (he won in 1992 and 
93). "It's one of the neatest races in the 
world for diversity," he said. 

“1 expected it to be all jungle," Randt 
said when giving his impressions of the 
event. “I didn't expect any of the lava 
flows or any of the desert-type stuff. The 
jungle sections that we rode is what I 
thought it'd all be. That was good, it 


was real good. 
"But it was a very interesting event - 
different rules and everything

elgian privateer Gerald 
Delepine emerged as the 
shock winner of the fifth 
round of the World 500сс MX 
series at the slick-surfaced 

Kuelebierg track in central Luxembourg 

as championship pacesetters Joel Smets 

and Trampas Parker rode each other to 
destruction in a second moto which they 
dominated but did not finish. Men and 
machine have limits and both went over 

them as they enthralled a crowd of 7000. 

Jacky Martens reported back for 
action with a pain-wracked fifth in the 
opener, and Mike Young missed anoth- 
er top-four finish when he got dragged 
down by dislodged fencing in race two. 

Parker was one of half a dozen riders 
to hit the ground in turn one of the 
opener as Mervyn Anstie slithered 
down in front of the pack, and a hectic 
ride through the ranks followed for the 
KTM star. 

In 25th after a lap, Parker hit the top 
10 at half-distance. "It was real difficult 
to make places on this slick surface," 
said Parker. "Sometimes I would dive 
inside three at a time, but then the front 
guy would lock up, I would run into 
him and the two others I just passed 
were back in front again." 

At 35 minutes Parker passed Young 
for seventh and with three laps to go he 
ripped past Franco Rossi for sixth. A 
brave Martens would have been next. "I 
would have needed one more lap," said

Parker. "I was taking two seconds a lap 
out of Jacky (Martens) but a backmarker 
got in my way on the next-to-last lap 
and I ran out of time." 

Martens was riding to signals from 


mechanic Graham Kent. “I knew he 


(Parker) was coming. I had the strength 
to race today, but the pain from my bro- 
ken hand was terrible." 

Initially 13th, the 1993 champion had 


charged to fifth within 15 minutes and 
then settled for 11 more points than he 
had expected. 

Up front, Smets did no more than 
necessary, passing Delepine for the lead 
up the long hill on lap three and defend- 
ing a lead of at least seven seconds 
against all comers. "That was more than 
enough," said the Belgian. "I don't get 
any more points for winning by more, 


and I had no worries of anyone slipping 
past me if I were to make a small mis- 
take." 

The eventual runner-up was Peter 
Johansson, who came from an initial 
11th, while Darryll King just headed 
Delepine at the flag after both had 
slipped off once at the very same corner 
during the moto. 

Czech GP runner-up Shayne King 
was eliminated in freak style as he 
recovered from the first-turn melee. 
"The bolt holding the air filter came 
loose and got sucked into the carbure- 
tor!" said an aghast King. 

Young's chance of finishing in the 
top six had been spoiled when he took 
too long to get around quick-starting 
Peter Hehmann as the German slipped 
down in the field. 

The second moto was the highlight of 
the European off-road season to date, as 
Parker and Smets fought a tremendous 
duel for the lead that ultimately left both 
men on the ground and out of the race: 

Parker needed less than a lap to pass 
the holeshotting John Van den Berk, but 
Smets was not going to let his arch rival 
get away and was hot on the KTM's rear 
wheel as they came through the finish 
area. 

There is no love lost between the 
leading teams at the moment since Hus- 
aberg questioned - though there was no 


official protest - the conformity of Park- 
er's Czech GP pit stop. The phony war 
was just a week old as hostilities began. 

The American brake-checked the Bel- 
gian at the first turn of lap two. Smets 
could have settled for second, won the 
GP and maintained his lead in the 
standings, but the gauntlet had been 
thrown down and Smets could not 
resist. 








Lap after lap he tried to edge inside 
the American, but lap after lap the door 
was slammed resolutely shut. Finally at 
20 minutes Parker left a gap and the 
Husaberg was through, but only for 50 
yards - at the very next turn Parker 
slammed inside to retake the lead. 

"If I had tried to defend the line," 
declared Smets, "he would have hit my 
rear wheel and we would both have 
gone down." 

Just over a lap later the race was 
thrown wide open. 

41 knew I had a chance to get Parker 
on the inside at the tight turn before the 
hill, and when he bogged in the berm T 
had it," explained Smets later. 

But Parker was not giving up, wound 
up the KTM to screaming pitch and was 
actually reeling in the big four-stroke up 
the long hill. 

“I missed a gear shift approaching 
the jump," claimed Smets, who nose- 
dived into the ground and was then 
flung over the bars. The former champi- 
on escaped with nothing more serious 
than bruises as his bike hit the ground 
and bounced right over him - somer- 
saulting twice on the way. 

It could well have been the shock of 
seeing the tiny KTM coming back at him 
which caused the loss of concentration 
on Smets' part, but almost certainly the 
enormous jump which Parker made to 
retake the lead was responsible for his 
own dramatic departure just over a lap 
later. 

Already by the end of the lap 
Delepine had taken over the lead and 
there was clearly a suspension problem. 
Over a jump halfway around the fol- 
lowing lap, the factory Marzocchi fork 
legs and front wheel simply dropped 
off the sliders on Parker's factory KTM. 
Parker escaped with pulled neck mus- 
cles. 

Martens was already out after touch- 
ing Smets leaving the first turn. "I must 
have broken the spokes there and they 
damaged the front brake line," said a 
disappointed Martens. 

Delepine held off everything King 
could throw at him to win the moto and 
overall, while Johansson had to settle for 
third after twisting the front forks when 
he overjumped. 

Young was all over Van Doorn for 
fourth until the Dutchman clipped the 
chain-link fencing and dragged it across 
the track. “I was too close to miss it and 
got tangled up," said the chagrined 
Young. "I was down to 14th by the time 
I got loose." CN

Geoff Aaron scored his third 
D National win of the season on 
the first day of the Rhode Island 
double-header, but less than 24 hours 
later, six-time National Champion Ryan 
Young did the same and evened up the 
score.

ish the events on time without amassing 
penalty points. Needless to say, this 
caused more than one rider to 
^motocross" through the later sections, 
much to the delight of nearly 2000 spec- 
tators who ventured out to the Palamine 
Promotions/Rhode Island Trials Club- 
promoted event. 

Aaron got the nod after the first day 
of competition, as he bettered his rivals 
on a 18-section course which featured 
mud, moss-covered rocks, plenty of 
loose rocks of both the large and small 
variety, and a assortment of rock slab 
ledges with streams running through 
the middle of a majority of the sections. 

“1 was a little bit worried before the 
event that the ride would be too tradi- 
tional,” said the Connecticut native. “Ву 
this I mean it would have been more 
straightforward and that's really not my 
style, but the club put on a very superb 
event with big rocks as well as very 
challenging and technical sections. You 
basically had to stay on your line perfect 
and if you didn't you definitely paid the 
penalty. The scores reflected that." 

Finishing second on Saturday was 
the series points leader, Young, as he 
appeared to struggle to find his form 
aboard his Gas-Gas 350. The increased 
displacement, combined with the ultra- 
slippery conditions, caused a fair share 
of dabs here and there throughout the 
course. Despite this, he was actually the 
event leader until the final lap. Round- 
ing out the top three was New York

native Raymond Peters, despite receiv- 
ing 3.5 time penalty points at the conclu- 
sion of the day’s event. 

One rider who wouldn’t be compet- 
ing on day two was Montesa-mounted 
John Clark, as the Alabaman suffered 
throughout the day and tried in vain to 
get his form. 

“At the California round of the 
series, I fell and hurt my back,” said 
Clark. “There’s a little black bruise on 
my back so I think I slipped a disc or 
something as I really don’t know what it 
means or what's going on with it. I was 
in a lot of pain and could barely ride the 
last lap so I mainly took fives just to get 
through to the end of the event. I’m 
going to check it out with my doctor to 
see what's going on when І get home 
next week. I'll probably be minding for 
Geoff tomorrow." 

Also in the “walking wounded” cate- 
gory would be California National win- 
ner Kempkes, as he fell and injured his 
wrist while practicing with Aaron. 

"Yesterday when I first got here, I 
couldn't even grip my handlebars," he 
said. "It probably affected my riding 
today ‘cuz I couldn't really pull back as 
hard as I wanted to without it hurting 
like hell. After a while, it just went 
numb so that meant I couldn't bang on 
and ride as aggressively as I really 
wanted to. I'll keep it packed with ice 
and see what happens."

» Day two proved to be the complete 
opposite, as climbing ability would 
prove to be a serious asset to anyone 
who wanted to conquer it and stamp 
their mark of authority over the other 
contenders. The course marshalls gave 
the championship riders a fairly chal- 
lenging, by their assumption, event for 
the first 10 sections, while the final eight 
were, as one competitor put it so ele- 
gantly, "a little excessive." 

Rising to the occasion was Young, as 
he used his larger machine to his advan- 
tage and rocket up a large majority of 
the vertical ascends. 

“350 Gas Gas," answered the Ken- 
tucky resident when asked what was 
the secret to his success. "Today was a 
dry, big ledge horsepower trials com- 
pared to yesterday which was slippery 
and had little ledges as there wasn't 
anything higher than a couple feet but 
today, on the other hand, we had 
everything from two all the way up to 
20 feet high. There was more traction 
and I basically just flew up every- 
thing." 

Second went to Belgian Olivier Clam- 
agirand, as he shoved his climbing 
prowess and narrowly edged out the 
defending champion Aaron, who 
seemed to struggle with his form on the 
second loop which relegated him to 
third, and the final berth on the victory 
rostrum at the end of the day. 





SATURDAY 


The first section gave the competitors 
an idea of what they could expect for the 
next seven-and-a-half hours. The 
entrance had a slippery root over four 
feet in the air, which the riders would 
have to hop up and over, stop, and then 
pivot nearly 180 degrees to their left 
back onto the main course. 

After spending a lengthy time walk- 
ing the section and looking at every pos- 
sible line, the first of the championship 
contenders to take to his machine would 
be the reigning champion. The six-foot- 
four-inch-tall local favorite showed his 
newfound confidence and ability by 
guiding through and over the obstacles : 
which dotted his chosen line. He took a 
dab at the root section, which claimed а 
point from nearly every rider, then took 
two more before completing the section. 
Lonny Hallsted mirrored his Beta team- 
mate's ride as he nearly matched Aaron 
dab for dab and left the section with a 
three punched on his scorecard. Gas 
Gas-supported Matt Moore bettered 
both of his rivals with a very well 
deserved single dab for a one. 

Young stunned the good-sized crowd 
of spectators, as well as his peers, by 
showing everyone just why Бе has six 
number-one plates on his living room 
wall at home, as he cleaned the section. 
Fantic-mounted Raymond Peters figured 











the root entrance out wrong and fived it 
right off the bat, along with Clamagi- 
rand. One rider who never seemed to be 
comfortable with the slippery conditions 
would be the Kempkes, and a question- 
able call in that difficult first section basi- 
cally haunted the crowd-pleasing 
youngster for a good portion of the day's 
proceedings. 

"In that first section, I jumped out of 
the boundaries near the end of it after I 
hit a rock a little wrong," said Kempkes. 
"The checker gave me a five because he 
said I went off the course which I didn't. 
I was approaching the blue arrow mark- 
ings and wasn't anywhere near them. 
The rules state that you can't go outside 
the ribbon and you have to go between 
the arrow cards which basically mark 
the course. If there aren't any arrows or 
blue ribbon, you can ride there. That 
just got me on a bad start and I kind of 
lost my head and got really pissed off. 
That carried on to the next.two sections 
as I fived them also." 

The slippery conditions definitely 
had an effect on the riders who weren't 
used to them, as Hallsted, Moore, Kemp- 
kes and, to a lesser extent, Clamagirand, 
all struggled with what they all called 
the toughest trial so far this season. Their 
scores on the first loop reflected their 
frustration. 

The riders to watch were, not surpris- 
ingly, the long time rivals and this year's 
one and two in the standings. An on- 
pace Peters was riding well enough to 
pounce on the first of the two leaders 
had they shown any signs of faltering. 

As the riders began their second lap, 
Aaron was four points adrift from his 
rival Young, and displayed a rare case of 
nerves. “1 realized I wasn't leading after 
the opening lap so I went out to the first 
couple of sections on the second loop 
without my minder," said Aaron. "But I 
didn't have my head screwed on right, 
so to speak, and my scores in the first 
three sections proved that. I gained 11 
points compared to Ryan’s one point 
dropped, which basically sealed my fate 
for the remainder of the lap.” 

Seal his fate it did, as that allowed 
Peters to sneak into the runner-up posi- 
tion going into the final lap. The Fantic 
rider managed to complete the lap with- 
out a single five - something that no 
other rider could boast about. Peters' 
amazing score also garnered him the 
lowest point total on the loop. 

Another rider who was out for 
revenge was Kempkes, as he managed to 
shave 11 points off his first loop score 
and actually beat Aaron's total by one 
point. Unfortunately for the teenage 
sensation, he would falter on the final 
lap. “I had a great second loop and I was 
starting to get used to the slippery sec- 
tions but, unfortunately, everything fell 
apart again on the final loop," said 
Kempkes. "I was trying to copy what I 
was doing on the second loop but it just 
wasn't happening. That just confused 
and aggravated me, but I did have some 
good rides and got a lot of threes by 
basically pushing my way through the 
sections." 

Kempkes wouldn't be the only rider 
to struggle through the third and final 
loop, as the leader of the event began to 
feel the physical effects of the difficult 
course. Young explained later, “Every- 
thing was going pretty good on both the 
first and second loops and it was the best 
lead that I've ever had going into a final 
lap at an event. I'm usually either sec- 
ond or third, or just barely ahead of 
everyone so I was pretty confident. But 
basically, I couldn't do it the last loop 
because I had a problem with traction, 
losing confidence in traction, and just 
getting plain tired in the last four or five 






































sections which caused me to five the last 
two." 

Mechanical woes would slow down 
the progress of Peters, as he cut a water 
hose on his Fantic in the sixth section. 
After a short pit-stop to repair the dam- 
age, he realized that he was pressed for 
time so he decided to turn up the wick a 
little. This worked until he managed to 
bend the rear sprocket in the 14th sec- 
tion. 

"I was probably going to have a prob- 
lem with penalty points and the clock 
was ticking pretty loud by then," said 
Peters. “I did acquire 3.5 late penalty 
marks, but those points subtracted from 
my score wouldn't have made much of a 
difference in the overall standings for the 
day so I'm quite happy with my third on 
the podium today." 

Clamagirand also felt like he was 
pressed for time and his ride on the third 
lap showed it. "On that last loop, I was 
wrongly thinking that we only had 
seven hours total to complete this event 
instead of seven-and-a-half, so I was rid- 
ing very fast and not even walking the 
last few sections," said Clamagirand. "I 
took a couple of voluntary fives at the 
really hard sections and rushed through 
the other ones. About the only other 
problems I had besides the time issue 
would have been my flat rear tire at sec- 
tion 14 on the first lap which set me back 
a little and earned me a stupid five as 
well. Then my chain jumped off my 
sprockets in the middle of the sixth sec- 
tion on the middle lap. I feel that this is 
by far the hardest National we've had 
this year as I don't really get to practice 
in these types of conditions and my 
score at the end of the day reflected 
that." 

Aaron put his head down and ripped 
through the third and final lap with a 
vengeance to claim the trial’s lowest lap 
score at 13 - 18 points better than his 
rival for the championship. 


SUNDAY 


As the competitors began their open- 
ing lap, they soon realized that the trial 
they competed in the previous day 
wouldn't be showing up at this end of 
the woods. Dry conditions and huge 
climbs greeted the combatants at a 
majority of the sections. Also different 
from the Saturday round would be the 
gradual difficulty factor the sections 
seemed to take until the latter half of the 
trial as the sections resembled world 
championship caliber. It appeared that 





the competitors who struggled the previ- 
ous-day would finally get their just 
rewards and have a trial they were more 
accustomed to - without the slippery, 
muddy conditions. 

The championship contenders all 
carded zeros until the transformation 
point at the 10th section. By far the most 
popular section for the hundreds of 
spectators was number 12, as the riders 
showed what this sport is all about. 
After the entrance, the riders would 
work over and zig-zag through a series 
of smaller and bigger rocks, over a log, 
turn and"climb a slippery hill. After a 
quick U-turn back, riders went around a 
tree and set themselves up for a vertical 
20-foot climb. After the climb, they 
would shoot back, nearly straight down, 
and over a couple of smaller boulders 
before finally exiting the section. Huge 
cheers echoed through the woods as 
Kempkes and Young both tried to out- 
do each other by nose wheelying down 
the near-vertical descent. It was an 
amazing display of skill and just plain 
raw courage. 

" I think the biggest difference at 

today's trials was that I was having more 
fun out there and that definitely helped 
my confidence level," said Young. "I 
only had a couple of problems out there 
today, compared to the multitude I expe- 
rienced yesterday. І made a bad judg- 
ment call on this real tricky, loose uphill 
in section 16 because the line I was using 
on the previous two laps really deterio- 
rated. So instead of picking a new line, I 
used that one and got a stupid five. I was 
kind of mad at myself for a dab I took in 
section five on the same lap where I 
didn't quite hit a slight uphill climb hard 
enough but sometimes if you hit it too 
hard, you'll spin and risk getting a five. 
Other than those, I was very happy with 
my performance out there. I still got a lit- 
tle tired, especially in the last four sec- 
tions on the last lap, but I managed to 
hang in there and only drop two more 
points. 
41 wasn't really worried too much 
about Geoff as he rode the first loop just 
about in front of me until around section 
13. We were about four hours out at that 
section so I basically said I’m out of here. 
1 was one of the first championship class 
riders out and when you're first out you 
can't play with the time." 

The battle for runner-up honors went 
right down to the wire, and a single 
point separated Aaron and Clamagi- 
rand. The elegant Belgian got the upper-

hand in the end, 71-72, nearly 27 points 
adrift of Young. 

" I felt a lot stronger today,” said Cla- 
magirand. "Yesterday, I slept very badly 
and the trial was very physical so I 
wasn't at my best shape but I also pre- 
ferred the event's set-up today. It's more 
of what I'm used too." 

Third-placed Aaron had what he 
claimed to be a off day from the get-go, 
as he appeared to struggle to find his 
form. 

"The sections definitely got more 
slick after the first lap," said Aaron. 
"Everyone was pulling mud. and water 
up onto the better lines throughout the 
course. We had also spent a lot of time 
on the first loop so I was kind of rushing 
a little bit. I guess once I started to do a 
little poorly it just compounded. I really 
don't know what the problem was out 
there, but every once in a while you're 
bound to have one of those type of days 
and I guess today was my turn." 

When asked if he felt the larger motor 
in Young's bike offered an advantage, 
Aaron replied, "I don't think it really did 
as much as the fact of Ryan's smaller 
stature where he's able to maintain his 
momentum better in these type of condi- 
tions. I have to really abuse my clutch, 
especially in most of the sections today 
where there wasn't much in the way of 
running room. My size offers it's advan- 
tages in certain areas like Ryan's did in 
this type of trial. I can't take anything 
away from him today as he rode good 
and definitely deserves the win." CN

MCARTHUR, OH, MAY 27-28 
'hen the rain began to fall just 
moments before the start of 
day two, Team Suzuki's Steve 
Hatch seemed to be the odds 
on favorite to win. After all, the defend- 
ing National Enduro Champion had 
won all four special tests the day before 
when riding conditions were ideal. 
Those efforts had rewarded him with a 
35-second lead over teammate Rodney 
Smith. With the rain and deteriorating 
trail conditions, the enduro champ 
seemed to have the event all but won. In 
his own words, he only needed to "stay 
out of trouble" to clinch it. 

As it turned out, Hatch didn't stay 
out of trouble, as Smith turned the 
tables by taking charge of the situation 
and overtook Hatch's lead to score the 
win by just one scant second over 
Hatch. ^I really had a lot of trouble get- 
ting through the test yesterday without 
falling and that's what cost me," said 


Smith who showed just why his is the . 


defending National Reliability Champi- 
on. “Mark Hyde reminded me this 
morning that I was in 18th place last 
year (after day one) and went out and 
won day two to move into the top five 
overall. So I knew I could do it. But 
when it started to rain, I thought I had a 
better chance to catch Steve because I've 
always been a good mud rider." 

The rains continued to fall as Smith 
rode the first test of the day. “Тһе first 
test went okay," said Smith. "I had no 
real problems. But I fell twice during the 
second test and I started to doubt my 
strategy." 

Even with the falls, Smith's times 
were respectable. He only lost four sec- 
onds to Hatch during those first two ter- 
rain tests which were won by Suzuki's 
Randy Hawkins. Smith and Hatch, who 
both rode Suzuki RMX 250s in the 
126cc/Open class, swapped second and 
third place finishes respectively. Smith 
said, "After the two crashes I didn't 
think I even had a chance to catch Steve, 
so I backed off a little and tried to have 
fun." 

Smith's new approach came as the 
rain stopped falling. His new strategy 
became his forté where in the final three 
tests he made up 40 seconds on Hatch 
by winning the last terrain, grass track 
and final motocross special tests. The 
former motocrosser turned off-roader 
said, "With my problems earlier in the 
day I'm real surprised that I won the 
overall. I’m sure my motocross skills 
made the difference. The grass track and 
final motocross really paid off." 

Even up to the final motocross the 
California native was unaware that 
there was only a nine-second gap 
between Hatch and himself. Smith said, 
"During the final lap of the motocross I 
ran into lapped riders and backed off a 
little to avoid trouble. Knowing now 
that I only beat Steve by one second I 
guess I should've turned it up a little." 

Hatch was gracious in his concession 
speech. “Rodney rode just awesome 
today," said Hatch. "I guess it comes 
down to the old saying that every sec- 
ond counts. I really only made one mis- 
take and that came during the grass 
track at the end of the day. I came into 
the last corner of the test thinking it was 





























































a sweeper, like it was the day before. I 
got caught going in too fast and 
dumped the bike when (the corner) had 
been changed to a hairpin. I was like 10 
yards from the end so I just started 
pushing the bike for the finish line. 

"My weak spot during qualifiers has 
always been being too aggressive," 
added Hatch. "So coming here my plan 
was to ride smart and shift early. It 
worked yesterday. So today I tried to 
stay with the same approach. Right after 
the second test we heard that Rodney 
had fallen during that test, so I decided 
to stick with the plan and stay out of 
trouble. But I guess hindsight is always 
could've, would've, should've." 

Finishing third overall behind his off- 
road Suzuki teammates was Hawkins. 
Competing. in the 0-125cc class, 
Hawkins turned in a very respectable 
ride even though his bike suffered from 
ignition problems. Hawkins was taken 
out of overall contention on day one 
when his RM125 began experiencing 
problems. 

“It first happened during the second 
test,” said Hawkins halfway through the

day. "I had just caught Rodney when I 
hit a hard G-out and all of a sudden the 
bike acted like it had a broken power- 
valve or a smashed pipe. It just totally 
lost power. I even had to help the bike 
up a couple of hills. I finished the test 
the best I could and rode on to the next 
check. I thought to myself here comes 
the monkey again. 111 be lucky to even 
make it through the day. At the check I 
looked the bike over and couldn’t see 
anything wrong. When I started the bike 
up again the problem was gone.” 

Hawkins third test of the day went 
off without any problems. Hawkins 
later said, “I thought maybe it was a 
freak thing that wouldn't repeat itself. 
But it came back during the grass track. 
I had to shut the bike off and restart it." 
Due to his misfortune Hawkins, who 
won the event last year, had fallen off 
the pace to fourth overall, 123 seconds 
behind Hatch. "We can't seem to find 
anything wrong with the exhaust sys- 
tem that could be causing the bike to 
lose power so tomorrow we're going to 
try rejetting." 

Day two proved to be no better 
mechanically for the five-time National 
Enduro champ. Hawkins' bike suffered 
from the same problems repeatedly dur- 
ing the first three tests. But remarkably, 
the muddy trail conditions caused by 
the rain and an understanding of what 
might be causing the intermittent power 
loss seemed to work in Hawkins' favor. 
He won the first two tests even though 
he was plagued by the same mechanical 
problems. 

“I think we have it pinpointed to a 
timing problem," said Hawkins on Sun- 
day. "Apparently when the rev limiter 
cuts in under load it's causing the igni- 
tion to short out. When it happens I just 
get on the brakes and stall the engine. 
As soon as the engine comes to a stop T 
kick it over and the bike runs fine 
again." 

Hawkins went on to win his class's 
three final tests to take third overall 
away from fourth-place finisher Chris

Smith, who said, "Yesterday we had to 
ride in mostly virgin terrain and blaze 
new trail. Sometimes that makes it 
tough for us 125cc riders up front. 
Although it's probably safer for us 
because it does keep our trail speeds 
down a little. We don't seem to crash as 
much." 

Smith's times were good enough to 
land him third place overall after day 
one, but Hawkins’ day two class-win- 
ning charge put Smith back 18 seconds. 

Finishing fifth overall was Ohio's 
Kevin Brown. Riding in the 0-125cc 
class, the 34-year-old rider put together 
à consistent ride aboard his KX125 
Kawasaki. "Other than brake problems 
(on Sunday), my two days went pretty 
much flawless," said Brown. "I really 
have to thank Team Green, Jeff Fredette 
and Dale Stegal (Hawkins' tuner) for 
their help with brake pads. My rotors 
are worn real bad and I needed a fresh 
set of brake pads before each test today. 
Those guys really came through for 
me." 

Brown's ride in Ohio was a rare 
appearance by the off-road veteran. 
"After competing in five Six Days and 
the GNCC series, I got real burned-out 
and quit riding competitively in '91," 
said Brown. "I just wasn't having fun 
anymore. This and the Wellston 
(National) Enduro are really the only 
two times I've been in the woods this 
year.“ 

Taking sixth place overall honors and 
first in the Heavyweight Four-Stroke 
dass was Suzuki's Guy Cooper. Riding 
a Suzuki electric start DR350S dual sport 
bike with a 435 kit, the former 
motocross great won all nine of his 
classes special tests. “I really had a good 
two-day ride, considering I was on a 
play bike. The decision to ride a four- 
stroke was really only made up when 

` we got here. I’ve got a real busy GNCC 
schedule coming up and I have my 
RMX's setup for those races. I just didn’t 
want to abuse them here with a busy 
schedule ahead of us. 

“After the rain (on Sunday), when it 
got real ugly out there,” said Cooper, “it 
turned into a survival race. There was 
no other way to go than with an electric- 
start four-stroke. The few times I stalled 
the bike or tipped over during a test I 
would just touch the button and be off 
before I lost any momentum.” 

The only rider in Cooper's class was 





Italian Davide Trolli riding a Honda 
XR600. Trolli was knocked out of con- 
tention when he lost 20 late-start penalty 
points when his bike refused to fire 
right away. He later had more problems 
while trying to start his machine after 
stalling the engine in a special test. Trolli 
blamed bad gas for his troubles. 

Also riding a dual sport bike was 
Suzuki Dual Sport coordinator Mark 
Hyde who competed in and won the 
Lightweight Four-Stroke class and fin- 
ished 10th overall. Hyde won eight of 
his class's special tests aboard a basical- 
ly stock electric start DR350S. "I really 
had big fun out there. Guy and I decid- 
ed at the last minute to ride the dual 
sport bikes. Mostly just for the grin. And 
the way it turned out was okay. The best 
part was the electric start." CN

Briefly... 


The МсАпһиг event also marked the first time 
that a UPC Bar Code System (right) was suc- 
cessfully used for event scoring during a 
National off-road motorcycle event. The bar 
code system, typically used for grocery store 
check-out and inventory control, was used to 
score the 180 riders who participated in both 
the LOI (Letter Of Intent) and non-LOI classes. 
Enduro rider Association club members Dick 
Dickerson and Kirk Sessions put together the 
software and hardware, which consisted of 
hand held bar code scanners and "palm top" 
notebook computers. Preliminary results were 
posted in less than 10 minutes after the last 
check closed.

NOWY TARG, POLAND, MAY 27-28 
arc Colomer earned his second 
win of the series and further 
extended his championship point 
lead over his arch rival, Jordi Tar- 
res, with a narrow win at Nowy 
Targ. Colomer’s margin of victory was a 
mere three marks over Brit Dougie 
Lampkin, while Tarres finished an 
unusually low - for him - third. 

In winning, factory Montesa rider 
Colomer stretched his slender one point 
lead over Tarres to a healthier six, while 
Lampkin's runner-up points allowed 
him to home in on third-ranked Tommi 
Ahvala, who was fourth in Poland after 
winning a tie breaker with Italian Diego 
Bosis. 

The Polish round finished in bizarre 
fashion after rain totally washed out the 
13 sections during the final lap on Sun- 
day. Nearly everyone finished close to 
the maximum of 70 points. 

The exception was Belgian rider 
Michael Vukcevic - who rides with a 
Luxembourg license to please his spon- 
sors - as he was the only rider to actual- 
ly better one of his earlier scores on the 
final lap. The reason for this was that 
Vukcevic started early on Sunday, fol- 
lowing a lowly position after Saturday's 
opening lap around the 14-section loop. 
Vukcevic was actually in the pits and 
done with the trial by the time the skies 
opened up. Thanks to this heavenly 
intervention, Vukcevic gained his first- 
ever World Championship points as he 
finished a delighted 11th place.

ENGLISHTOWN, NJ, MAY 1921 
` John Myers’ name was stamped 
J indelibly on the NHRA Mopar Parts 

Nationals, as usual, but he went 
home empty-handed this time when 
nemesis Dave Schultz left on him in the 
Pro Stock final, 7.69/168.66 to 
7.66/172.51. 

Myers, who won the event four 
years in a row (1990-93) when it was 
contested in July and known at the Sum- 
mernationals, was visibly upset before 
leaving Raceway Park. 

"I knew that John was going to be at 
least even with me, performance-wise, 
so I knew I had to leave first to win," 
said Schultz, who always seems to find 
a way. "The way I had it figured, we 
were about even before the final, and I 
knew he'd make me run the left lane, 
which I hadn't been getting down all 
weekend. 

"It's about time I won a race with my 
driving. I've already lost two this year 
that way," Schultz said, referring to the 
Houston and Gainesville finals, which 
he lost with a late light and a red-light, 
respectively. "Winning on a holeshot 
doesn't make me feel a bit better, 
though. I don't care how the wins come, 
as long as they do." 

The win dropped Myers' lifetime 
record against NHRA's most successful

Any other light Myers had all day 
would have been enough to win the 
final; his excellent 0.005, 0.022, and 0.016 
reaction times were the best of each 
round.

Adams prevails at Willow

Curtis Adams survived a hotly-contested race to 
win the Toyota Gold Cup Formula One event 
during the fifth round of Willow Springs Motor- 
cycle Club action at Willow Springs Internation- 
al Raceway.

CBR900RR. 

In the final few laps, Kunitsugu remained in 
third while Adams and Dorsch continued their 
race-long dice for the lead. As the last lap start- 
ed, Dorsch was holding the lead but was passed 
by Adams in turn two. Adams managed to hold 
onto the lead to the checkered flag giving him 
the win with Dorsch taking second and Kunit- 
sugu finishing third. 

“It was an incredible race from the green 
flag to the checkered,” said Adams on the victo- 
ry podium. 

Two of the favorites in the Tom Sera Rac- 
ing/WSMC Formula Two race were unable to 
compete, both having suffered mechanical prob- 
lems with their motorcycles early in the event. 
Frank Aragaki slowed in the middle of the 
warm-up lap and he was unable to make the 
start. Kent Kunitsugu also had a mechanical 
problem in the first lap and had to sit out the 
remainder of the race. Robbie Dowie was the 
fastest rider off the grid but Michael Montoya 
scored the win with the win followed by Clinton 
Whitehouse in second and Karl Lowry in third.

Brown blasts Muddy Creek

BLOUNTVILLE, TN, MAY 20-21 

Coming off his second Eastern Regional 125cc 
Supercross win in four weeks, Honda of Troy's 
Mike Brown drove all night from Cleveland, 
Ohio, to add two more notches to his gun at 
Muddy Creek Raceway. Brown won the 125 
and 250cc A over classes, scoring an easy $1600 
in MegaSeries money, plus another $400 in 
Honda factory contingency. 

Nearly 500 riders from 13 states enjoyed per- 
fect spring racing weather at MCR's AMA Suzu- 
ki Eastern Continental MX Championships. 

As expected, Brown headed the fields in the 
first motos of both classes, leaving the swarming 
hordes to fight over top five finishes. 

In the 125cc moto, Brown was followed 
home by Kevin Walker, Jim Neese, Chad Lough 
and Paul Currie. Neese also competed in the 
Cleveland SX along with Jim Chester, both earn- 
ing top-10 finishes. 

By the time the second moto came around, 
Brown was pushing 36 hours without sleep, and 
his reaction times may have been slowed some- 
what. Whatever the case, Brown got a midpack 
start and was forced to work traffic to regain the 
lead. Walker took the point position with Neese 
and Lough glued to his rear fender. Half a lap 
later, Brown was in fourth place, threatening 
Lough. At the end of lap three of the eight-cir- 
cuit moto, Brown was again in front and pro- 
ceeded to stretch out a 15-second lead over 
Walker. 

Neese stayed close behind Walker, but slid 
out just before an uphill horseshoe turn. Neese 
was quick to remount and successfully defended 
third place from Lough’s attacks. 

Brown easily won the first 250cc class moto 
over Neese, Billy Liles, Walker and Currie. 
Walker was first off the start in moto two, with a 
surprising companion, Tyler Carr. A scant six 
months into the A classes, Carr held onto fifth 
place against far more experienced racers until 
the last part of the last lap. 

“I got tired,” said Tyler. "We've been having 
lots of rain and flooding for the past month, and 
there hasn't been any place to ride.” 

Meanwhile, Brown, Lough and Liles had 
gotten squeezed to the middle on the start. 
Chad and Billy figured they'd let Brown go first, 
then follow in his footprints. But for Liles it 
didn't quite work. The Vet-A threat tangled 
with Currie in the tower sweeper, and by the 
time they had recovered, most of the pack had 
blown past. 

Brown passed both Neese and Walker in the 
woods section for the lead at the end of lap three 
of eight, but Neese wouldn't stay passed. For 
another lap and a half they battled, until finally 
Brown went ahead for good, uncatchable, 
untouchable.

Gibson, Kling roar 
at Grattan Road Race

WERA’s North Central Sportsman Champi- 
onship Road Race Series brought vintage racers, 
SRA sidecars and two masters back to Grattan - 
Greg Gibson and Fritz Kling. 

Stockwell Manufacturing-backed Gibson 
and Four Seasons Yamaha-backed Kling came 
back to their home track and cleaned up. The 
weekend also marked the return of privateer 
Ray Yoder Jr. After devastating crashes in Day- 
tona, both in the fall of '93 and the spring of '94, 
Yoder almost retired from racing and didn't race 
at all for the remainder of the '94 season. But he 
defied his doctor's prognosis and not only got 
the use of his hand back, he took two wins and 
two second-place trophies, running at "about 80 
percent." 

Kling mixed it up with Yoder twice. For Sun- 
day's B Superstock Expert race, Kling, coming 
from the fifth row, carved his way through traf- 
fic to chase Yoder, who'd taken the early lead. 
The two traded places briefly on the sixth lap, 
with Yoder regaining the lead. Kling wasn't giv- 
ing up and outbraked him in turn 10, for a three 
bike-length lead to the checkered flag. 

The two battled again in the B Superbike 
race, with Yoder again in first place until the 
final lap. Coming out of the hairpin, Kling drag- 
raced Yoder through the sweeper to emerge the 
victor. Kling was turning 1:26's in his pursuit of 
the fast-disappearing Yoder; they were the 
quickest times of the weekend. 

But the weekend belonged to Gibson as 
Grattan's favorite son went two for two. In Sat- 
urday's H/W 50-Miler Expert race, Gibson was 
gridded in the middle of the pack, but lost no 
time rocketing to the lead on the first lap. GSXR- 
1100 mounted Lanny Allen shadowed Gibson 
for the first two laps only to leave the race when 
he lost his exhaust pipe on the straightaway. 
Allen reentered the race, but was unable to 
make up for lost time. 

By the end of the race, Gibson had lapped the 
field up to third place, and was able to take the 
win even though his steering damper was bent.

Southern Californian Kevin Sheafer rode fast 
and flashy to win the 80cc GP class at Prairie 
City OHV Park. 

Sheafer, aboard his North County Yama- 
ha/Performance Motorcycle Center/JLF Racing, 
Suzuki RM80-powered YSR, launched from the 
pole position and never looked back. Sheafer 
was followed off the line by fellow Southern 
Californians Robert Oxford, Ken Duncan and 
Northern California regular Curtis Roberts. 

Roberts, on the Team Calamari Racing- 
backed YSR experienced a mechanical failure 
which caused him to park his bike on the very 
first lap. Sheafer, Oxford, Duncan and Mark 
Cozzens completed lap number one well ahead 
of the remaining riders. While Sheafer was carv- 
ing and slicing his way with the precision of a 
brain surgeon, battles for position were emerg- 
ing in the pack. Kawasaki-mounted Ray Ruggles 
was coming under increasing pressure from Tim 
Rush. Ruggles consistently fought for fifth place 
with the hard-charging, late braking Rush. 

Midway through the 12-lap race, Sheafer's 
lead allowed him to loft his front wheel, slide his 
rear tire, and still carry the speed to lap most of 
the 10-rider field. The closing laps contained 
some of the best racing. The battle for fifth was 
still being fought by riders Ruggles and Rush. 
The last lap saw Rush make an unbelievable 
late-braking maneuver under Ruggles while 
going into the chicane. Ruggles was forced to 














stand his machine up and almost stop as Rush 
went by. Ruggles used his machine’s superior 
horsepower to just beat Rush at the line to earn 
fifth spot. Meanwhile Sheafer, Oxford and Dun- 
can had wheelied their way to the top three 
positions, followed by Cozzens in fourth.

Dunestown MX to Jenkins

PALMDALE, CA, MAY 28 

Being consistent paid off for Honda CR125- 
mounted Loren Jenkins as he nabbed the 125cc 
Intermediate class overall honors without win- 
ning either moto when the fourth round of the 
California Racing Club's 18th annual 
Dunestown Series made its way back to Los 
Angeles County Raceway. 

In the first moto Jason Simmons timed the 
gate drop to perfection and grabbed the lead. 
Brian Sweany was running second for half a lap 
before going down and dropping back to 10th. 
Jerry Aleman inherited second with Lanny 
Turner and Chris Neitzel in close formation. 
Both Aleman and Tunner made their way past 
Simmons to run 1-2 with the first lap completed. 
Jenkins was on fire, coming from an eighth- 
place start to pass Neitzel for fourth on the 
opening lap. 

Aleman pulled out a slight lead as Jenkins 
started pressuring Turner for the runner-up 
position. Jenkins was trying every trick in the 
book, but Turner kept slamming the door at 
every opportunity. Jenkins finally pulled next to 
Turner at the end of a straight and used a block- 
pass on the face of a jump while exiting the turn 
to move into second place. Jenkins quickly 
pulled away from Turner and within a lap was 
knocking at Aleman's back door. 

Jenkins spent the final three circuits of the 














track in Aleman's shadow just waiting for any 
mistake that would allow him to slip into the 
lead. Aleman kept his Noleen/YZ125 throttle 
pinned to take the close first moto win. Turner 
came across a close third. D.J. Sweany dove 
underneath Neitzel at the end of a jump-filled 
straight on the final lap to secure fourth. 

Brian Sweany worked up to finish sixth in 
moto one but was determined to better that 
score as he holeshot round two. Jenkins was 
running a close second followed by Clint Shep- 
ard, D.J. Sweany and Turner. D.J. Sweany was 
first to make a move, getting around Shepard on 
the first lap. A few turns later Aleman pushed 
Shepard back to fifth as he came blazing up 
from a mid-pack start. 

Two battles developed on the track, one for 
the lead between Brian Sweany and Jenkins, and 
another over third between D.J. Sweany and 
Aleman, who were a few seconds back. 

Brian Sweany managed to hold on to the 
lead to top the race-long battle, but it was the 
Scotts Performance/ Axo/Renthal /N-Style/Dog 
Tag-backed Jenkins that won the war by finish- 
ing in second place to take the overall win. 
Although he wasn't able to find a way around 
D.J. Sweany in moto two, Aleman did take home 
second place with a 1-4 score over the 6-1 rides 
of Brian Sweany.

Day during a playing season, includ- 
ing professional football, basketball 
and hockey. Major League Baseball 
does not cross January 1 in its work- 
ing season - when it is working, that 
is - but who wants to take any practi- 
cal hints from baseball? 

One traditional argument against 
moving the schedule up early has 
always been that it would interfere 
with the international paydays 
American riders get during the off- 
season. But the days of the big- 
money European and Asian invita- 
tional races are almost over. The 
dollar is a disaster in many foreign 
markets, making it financially diffi- 
cult to bring a lot of Americans over 
for those races. Also, after a decade 
of such races, the appearance of the 
marauding American motocrossers 
isn't such a big deal anymore. There 
are still a few big, important dates on 
the international calendar like Paris- 
Bercy, Barcelona, Tokyo, Maggiora 
and Osaka, but none of those races 
take place after Thanksgiving in late 
November. Even if they did, they 
could always be rescheduled, right? 
For one year the riders would lose a 
month of vacation with a schedule 
change, but aren't they always riding 
anyway? 

A change in the schedule might 
help the factories, too. The current 
AMA. pro season runs from January 
to September, yet the model year for 
each manufacturer is more like the 
previous September to April. In other 
words, by the time the supercross 
season starts, most consumers have 
already chosen their brand for that 
season - and competed aboard it for 
several months. As a matter of fact, 
many of the '96 models will be on 
display at the AMA Amateur Nation- 
als at Loretta Lynn's in August '95. 
That's a full five months before the 
U.S. public will get to see Jeremy 
McGrath or Mike LaRocco use one in 
legal AMA National-caliber competi- 
tion. The marketing people at these 
factories would probably love to 
have a chance to push product while 
they still have it; many models are

Bumping the schedule up one 
month early will also help some of 
the outdoor Nationals get better 
spring dates. Hangtown '95 was a 
great event the first weekend of May, 
but when they used to schedule it for 
the middle of June the crowds stayed 
home in the air-conditioning while 
the riders tried to avoid heat stroke. 
The August dates they used to assign 
to the long-gone San Bernardino 
National is just one major reason why 
southern California does not have a 
professional motocross National. If 
race winners were passing out in that 
sweltering nightmare, how can any- 
one expect an overweight, cooler- 
dragging 40-year-old in search of a 
porta-john to make it up and down 
those cliffs all afternoon? The Califor- 
nia desert can be an inferno in the 
summer. With this change in the 
Supercross schedule, why not give 
some SoCal promoter a late-April, 
early-May date? How about Castillo 
Ranch in early May? 

The way the schedule is now, com- 
petitors are faced with the dubious 
task of taking a supercross-formatted 
bike and, after the Charlotte SX, 
changing it over to motocross for 
Hangtown, then back to supercross 
for Cleveland, then back to motocross 
for High Point, then back to super- 
cross for San Jose and Las Vegas, and 
then back to motocross for Budds 
Creek. That may not mean a lot to 
factory riders who have full-time 
mechanics to take care of all those 
transitions, but think of all those pri- 
vateers who also have to drive to 
those races, make the changes, find a 
place to practice, compete on the 
weekend, and do it all over again. 

And because the late supercrosses 
are in the West and most Nationals 
are in the East, the travel pattern 
could be adjusted to make it more 
efficient for everyone. Last year the 
Nationals of Budds Creek (in Mary- 
land) and High Point (Pennsylvania) 
were separated by seven days and a

They call the Gainesville National 
in Florida "the orphan" because it sits 
in the middle of the supercross series. 
But Gainesville can't be changed 
because its fan-friendly date right 
before Daytona's motorcycle mecca 
gives the outdoor Nationals maxi- 
mum exposure. Without the visiting 
Northern fans, the race might fail - as 
the old St. Petersburg National did - 
and the crowded state of Florida 
might be left without a motocross 
National just like California. It may 
be maddening for fans to have one 
series start before another is finished - 
kind of like basketball starting the '96 
season before the '95 playoffs are over 
- but an exception must be made for 
Gainesville. However, getting into the 
thick of the outdoor series before 
supercross is over doesn't make sense 
at all. By the time the '95 supercross 
series is over the outdoor series will 
be one-fourth completed. And the 
two pre-season title favorites - 
defending 250cc Champion Mike 
LaRocco and 125cc vice-champion 
Steve Lamson - got hurt supercross- 
ing and have missed outdoor rounds.

For the last 
three years Jeremy McGrath has 
clinched the title before they started 
trucking in the dirt for the last 
rounds. Maybe now that MTEG is 
kaput they can trim a race or two off 
the schedule, move everything up a 
month so everyone gets better dates, 
and add that much-needed SoCal out- 
door National. And maybe that way 
the United States can get back a 
round of the FIM World Motocross 
Championships. 

That's my theory. €N
